Lose Zeal 



Four Virginia Beach council- 
men will not serve another 
term; in exclusive interviews 
they discuss personal and 
professional reasons for their 
decisions.

They are four men with much in common, coOectively 
amassing 29 years of public service to Virginia Beach. 
Come June 30 they will share another distinction. They 
will all become former city councilmen. 

The terms of Dr. Clarence A. Holland, Patrick L. 
Standing, F. Rdd Ervin. and Dr. Ernest T. "Joe" 
Buchanan III expire within weeks. None of them sought 
re-election this past Spring. According to Mayor J. 
Henry McCoy, Jr., it's a shame that none of the four 
chose to continue on Council. "We'll sure be losing a 
lot of talent." he said. "Their absence will create quite a 
void." 

McCoy says the councilmen may have decided to step 
down because they were losing their zest for the job. 
(Three of the four councilmen agreed). "I know I'm 
beginning to get s<nne of that feding myself," McCoy 
said. "After a number of years in politics your en- 
thusiasm begins to wain. Although I never really saw 
that decline in them, I can understand how it could hap- 
pen and lead them to their decisions. It could possibly 
happen to me in the coming four years. " 

McCoy has confidence the city's governing body will 
continue to operate efficiently, despite the great loss in 
experience and leadership that will soon take place. "I 
don't think Council is going backwards or anything, but 
I'm sure we're going to miss them. I'm just sorry so 
many of them had to leave at once." 

Each of the outgoing councilmen has his own reasons 
for stepping down. In seperate interviews conducted last 
week, the four legislators pointed to personal reasons, 
such as lack of enthusiasm, as primary criteria in 
deciding not to run for office. 

HoOud 

In terms of tenure, Clarence Holland is the senior 
member of the outgmng crew-rlTie 53 year-old prac- 
ticing physician was first sworn into office in Septem- 
ber, 1970. He became mayor of Virginia Beach in July. 
1976, a position be held for two years. 

Following more than a decade of work on Council, 
though, Holland thinks he may have had enough. "If 
you are not careful, after a while you can become blase 
in the job," he said. "It is hard to mainUin all of the 
concerns and enthusiasm for so many years. I didn't 
want it to be that way with me. If I'm not contributing,

I'd just u soon not be in it any more. " 

Holland also indicated personality differences among 
couiKil memben contributed to his decision. "I am voy 
diacouraced by all the bickering on Council," he said. 
"There is more of a 'me' philoaophy at worit than an 
'us' philosophy." 

Holland attributes this division within Council to the 
size and structure of the legislative body. "The size of 
the council is certainly too large, but the city is too large 
and diverse, I think, to reduce the size and still 
adequately represent all interests," he said. 

Holland suggests a commission be formed to 
redistrict the city into five boroughs. Only two at-large 
seats would be included in an ideal city council accor- 
ding to Holland, reducing Council's total membership 
from 11 to seven. Council is currently comprised of 
seven borough, and foiu^ at-large seats. "That way, 
you'd have a more realistic governing body that would 
provide sufficient coverage if we included a combhied 
Blackwater-Pungo borough...! don't feel we've done a 
bad job, it's just that I feel we could funcUcni better 
with seven people."

Holland, who rep res en ts the Bayside bwough, says 
Council still has a few bugs to iron out in its structure. 
"We're still going through growing paint," he said. "I 
don't know if Council has matured yet. We spend too 
much time dweUing on the day-to^y imMs and not 
enough emphasis is placed on the futaire." An area of 
future concern for Council, aeoording to HoOand, is 
city financing. 

Holland says the Oty of Virginia BeKh, like Cmmcil, 
still has a way to go until it reaches matority. "It will 
probably be in another 10 years," he said. 

Among the issues beckoning to be addressed by civic 
leaders in order for Virginia Beach to reach that stage, 
Holland says, are transportation, water, and the arts. 
"We'd better start playing catch up with our transpor- 
tation system," he said. 

"Getting our water situation settled will give us the 
appearance of being a first-class city. I was a pusher for 
an independent system in 1971-72 and an opponent of 
the Norfolk contract, so I pushed the issue of Virginia 
Beach becoming a part of some system. We have to have 



some hand in the governing of our water. 

Cooceraing the arts in >%ginia Bedi, the Hampden- 
Sidney ahimni sakl "we're not up to snuff. One of our 
needs in order to become a first-class city is to have a 
strong cultural base. Now, we can't expect a national 
symphony here, and I'm not sure we should try to put 
togt^her a Chryalar Museum, but the arts are very im- 
portant." 

These issues are important, HoUand says, because 
joined, they can stimulate thie private sector, induce 
more businesses, attract m<xe tourists, and b<dster the 
economy through tax revenues. 

"Building is never going to be at the same level as it 
was in the mid 1970's," he said. "Tourism has begun to 
take over and it is going to be the number one industry 
in Virginia Beach for a long time." 

In view of this, Hcriland said it is imperative for the 
city to assist local businessmen, in any way possible, to 
attract more visitors to the resort dty. "I may be in a 
small minority," he said, "but I fed you have to put out 
for the hotel, restaurant and retail businessmen. You 
have to give them a break, be it by tax advantages or 
assisting with improvements. ' ' 

Looking back on his dozen yean with Council, 
Holland says one of his major complaints is dw media's 
repeated calls fen a strong, visible city spokesman, a 
mayor dected by popular vote. "When I was mayor, I 
feh we did a good job, yet you couldn't classify CIaiH:y 
HoUand as a strong leader," be said. "Overall, I think 
the i»es8 has done an excellent job covering Council. If 
I had just oat complaint it would be that the media 
seems to harp on the need for a strong leader. 

"I don't know that you need to have that kind of per- 
son in Virginia Beach. I'm not really for an elected 
mayor; we're just not at that point yet. We don't need a 
full-time mayor who is only interested in p«dttical power 
and the financial aapecu. I'm a strong proponent of the 
Goimcil-managBr system." he said. Adted whether the 
dty would ever have a pobUdy-elected oityor, ffaOaDd 
said, "I hope that through the remainder of this cen- 
tury we stick with what we have." 

Holland stiD enjoys govenmient at the local levd, but 
admitt he needs tome time awi^ from it. "I haw to sit 
back now and figure out iriiat I can do to be of service 
to my dty. I'm not in a podtion to sty now if I'D ever 
run for offioeagain." 

In the meanwhile, Holland is optimistic that the four 
new faces on Coundl will' do a good job. "I'm a big 
bdiever that new people bring in new ideas and 
solutions." 

StamUag 

One outgoing councilman who is quite sure he will 
never seek office again is former mayw Pat Standing. 
"I don't intend to be active in City.poUtia afwn." he ^ 
said. "Eight years is enough." 



Standing, a aaerdiant and invests by trade, was first 
sworn into office in July, 1974. He became mayor in 
1978 and held the title untfl 1980. His University of 
^^ginia degree in dty idanidng hx served him and the 
City wdl according to McCoy. "He has a great working 
kncndedie of the intemal stmcture of the dty," he nid. 

"I dm't say I'm tired of being on Coundl in the ailise 
of it being a f^itile effort." Standing said. "I really want 
to see Virginia Bench do wdl and I think we've done a 
lot. But iHien I started on Council I was 34 with a few 
gray hairs. Now I'm 42 with a lot of gray hairs.

An at-targe coundfanan. Standing says one wpwX of 
the job be is fed iq) with is media coverage of Couadl. 
"The imace of Council is inaccurate, and t^ percep- 
tion is broofht about by the press," he said. "To believe 
what you read in the newspapers, Councfl is nothing but 
a body run by business-oriented groups. The press says 
there's a lot of factionalism and petty Mdnring oa.;* 
Coundl, which may be true, but it is certainly not the f 
whdeitory. 

"The press has tried to create controversy because it's 

Dopite proMems with news ooverace. Standing says 
hehatqpwigweAiTftilfillments remlting fron his 
ass ociatio n with Coundl, xdricf of which wn the com- 
pletion of The Vkginia Beach PavDion. "It was a real 
peach t« get the aru and coafeneveeceater.r' he said. "I 
see the city remaining active in impamting upon the 
assets of Virginia Beach. Tourism is our major industry 
and it will contmue to be the number one asset." 

Standing predicts Virginia Beadi will keep expanding 
in the years to come. "The dty will continue to 
gravitate, but it will be a different kind of growth, a 
growth that is more normal." he said. Since Virginia 
Beach merged with Princess Anne in 1%3, development 
has been abnormal in the region, Standing says, because 
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ciqMUision came too n^Mdly and communicatioiu were 
not good between the government and the private aed& 
tor. "Bunness and the government structure hwt got to 
work together," he said. '*It is imperative that the 
bugineis community makes its power structure more 
available to the City. 

"When we were a very young dty we didn't have that 
kind of cooperation," he continued. "But the maturity 
process is part of the process of natural evohition." 
Deqrite the growing pains. Standing remains upbeat m 
discussing future prospects for the beach. "The tax rate, 
the quality of life, the work force all add up to the fact 
that Virginia Beach is going to prosper," he said. "The 
dty just needs to take its time and devdc^ its roots." 

As for Standing, his roots are already firmly planted. 
"Everything I've got Invested is here in Virgmia Beach. 
I'm not moving." 

Ervia 

After June 30, Rdd Ervin plans to devote all of his at- 
tention to his contracting business, Rdd Associates, 
Inc., of which he is president. 

"Actually, there are several good reasons why I 
didn't run,' Ervin said. "I'm a strong proponent of a 
two-term limit on City Council. Of equal impmtance, 
after dght years it is hard to maintain the hi^ levd of 
enthusiasm I once taS. You've got to remeimwr, there 
is not a high levd of oompiaaldoBk for 'thb job. 
Politicians are never highly respected."

Ervin is uncertain whether be wifl ever serve the dty in 
any capacity again. "I never try to make predictions 
about the future," Ervin. 61, said. "It aO depends on 
my health. The way I fed today, I'm not going to run 
for officcagain." 

Ervin is a former vice-mayor. He joined Coundl in 
September, 1970. was upset in 1974 dections, and sat 
out for four years. In 1978 he was elected again. He 
holds a bachdor of sdence degree in mechanical 
engineering from Duke University. McCoy calls Ervin 
"the most knowledgeable dty councilman I've ever met, 
especially in structural areas such as buildings and roads 
his knowledge is unlimited." 

Unlike HoOaad and Standing, Ervin denies ^per- 
sonality dashes hamper the effectiveness of Council. "I 
dtm't agree with the assessment that there's a lot of 
bickering," he said. "We have 11 good people, with 
good educations, who rqxresent a broad body of ex- 
perience. When I hear that Coundl lacks harmony. I 
pofait back to the timet when we had so-caUed harmony 
Mid aU we saw was unanimous votes. In my opinion. 



"There is wbuAattty nothing wrong with a 6-S vote," 
Ervin s^, because "there is ahrays room for healthy 
disagreonent. I dcm't always agree or disagree with 
John BwHB. Clancy Holland or Meyera Obemdorf. 
You just cant divorce yoursdf f^om your political con- 
victions." In resp<Hise to Council critics, Ervin said, 
"we've got a good council. I've seen no evidence of any 
conflict of interest or favoritism. This coundl is com- 
pletely honest. I have a great deal of respect for all of 
the members. I only hope the next council is as suc- 
cess!^." 

For Council to achieve eventual success, Ervin. like 
Holland, says reducing the size of City Council is essen- 
tial. Unlike Holland, however, Ervin encourages the 
dection of the mayor by popular vote. 

"I dont know if it's any more difficult to run coundl 
with 11 people than it woiild be with ievta, but per- 
sonally I'm k favor of redistricting the dty into seven 
boroughs^pf equal uze and population." he said. Asked 
if he had voiced this opinion to his peers, Ervin said he 
had. "10 or IS times." Ervin's plan calls for an entire 
at-large dection because "that is the only way you can 
dect a mayor by popular vote." An at-laige councilman 
himself. Ervin said such a system would provide "a little 
more respect for the office of mayor. 

"I'm going to encourage the change every time I get 
. the onMsrtunity . Business and dyic leaders ought to for- 
:ceLtheiBSW4U SrcD," Ervin adddl. 

Tfie priinry concern of the next coundl. according to 
Ervin, is ensuring Virginia Beach has a "wdl-run, high 
quali^ of Hfe." One method of reaching this goal, he 
said, is to promote the arts. "It has to come from the 
peojde, and the dty oi^t to encourage it," Ervin said. 
"So far as I'm concerned, without the arts you can 
never be a first-class dty." The govonment must take 
the lead in promoting the arts. Ervin says. "We have to 
provide an dement ftx the arts, an outlet. A dty is not 
just dirbt. gutters, sidewalks and kMlustrial parks." 

Falling under Ervin's list of dvic projects the dty 
must devdop are parks, recreation, education, service 
dubs, the boy scouts, and the girl scouts. "These sort of 
things give us relief from the day-to-day cares of the 
world. If we compare oursdves to Philadelphia, New 
York, ot Boston, we obvioudy still have a long way to 
go. But. if we don't Aoot for quality service, our people 
will be walking around like zombies. If you don't 
bdieve me, go out to the coal-mining towns of West 
Virginia or Detroit. Michigan. Those people live like 
zombies. 

Like his departing assodates on Council, Ervin is also 
concerned with the growth in which Virginia Beach is 
involved. Much of the problem, he said, is due to the 
rapid expansion here in the late 1960's through the mid 
1970's. "We've been a bedroom community for years," 
he said. "Kg business was frightened by annexation. Out 
of fear, the city formed practically overnight." 

Following this period of seeming unsupervised 
devdopment, Ervin said the dty leaders began to gain 
more control over the growth process. "Now. we're re- 
creating the whole town, molding ourselves into what 
we'd like to become by the turn of the century." Ervin 
says the outlook is promising that the dty's growth wiU 
take the ri^t path if. he said, "we maintain tight con- 
trols (» die pune strings." 

Asked if he had any advice for the coundlmen who 
win ttfiact him and the other three. Ervin said respec- 
ting Gonstttuent needs is the key. "Most of my ideas 
wcR borrowed firoot the man on the siraet." he said. 
"Usica to the people and read • lot and yoa'U be aUe to 
get a iriMle lot accomplished." 
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Up onto a year ago, Joe Buchanan was a man in die 
street Umsdf. But, when Aen-coundlman Donald 
Merrick was ailing and unable to ctmtinue his elected 
duties, Coundl onanimoulsy ^>pointed Buc h a n a n to 
the post. 

Tidewater Community Q^kge saw a little less of 
Buchanan, its 42-year-<rid dean of student services this 
past year, as he dove head-first into the sea of City 
Council responsibilities. It was this strain on his 
professional livelihood, plus personal obligations, 
which forced Buchanan to step down. "My job at TCC 
calls for me to spend a gread deal of time working on 



budgeting problems. It just seemed to me that I ought to 
get this job done first," he said. 

Buchanan said another factor in his decision to not 
seek re-dection is the impending birth of his second 
child. Finally, Buchanan dtes the fact that "some reaUy 
good, wdl-qualified people wanted to run." 

Buchanan said trying to balance his Council duties 
with his professional career and home life is very taxing. 
"It seems Uke everything I get into is hard. My work is 
hard, and being on Qty Council is hard. The public per- 
ception of Coundl is far different from the reahty of 
that work, which is hard." 

One of the difficulties of the job deals with the size of 
the Council, according to some other members. Not so, 
says Buchanan. "Books I've read say that when you get 
too many more than 10 people on a committee, it is an 
ineffident body and you get problems. I disagree with 
that. I think 10, or in our case 11, is a good number. 
Upon occasion. Council works real weB. "

Although satisfied with the number of councibnen, 
Buchanan says he is dismayed with the actions of some 
of his peers. Spedfically. Buchanan charges his fellow 
coundfanen are deOberatdy leakmg classified infor- 
mation to the media. He says this is a dangerous prac- 
tice. "We've had. over the last nine months, several 
matters that may be lawfully discussed in executive 
session that somehow came to the attention of the 
press," he said. "Now, I know I didn't say anything, so 
it must have been one of the otiier 10. This sort of stuff 
is pofentially damaging to the dty." 

Nonethdess. Buchanan plans on championing this 
cause until his last day in office. "1 bebeve in bringing 
my full energy to it until the very end," he said. "I've 
asked the city attorney if, in his opinion, infonnation 
discussed in closed session becomes the property of the 
dty. No council member has the right to give away city 
property. It is absolutely critical wc determine how to 
handle this because I don't think the public interest has 
best been served the way wc are currently operating." 

Buchanan, who represents the Lynnhaven borough, 
says another issue of utmost importance to the next 
Council is water, its cost, and how the city is going to 
meet the need for it after its contract with the City of 
Norfolk expires at decade's end. 

"This will be the major purchase in the history of 
Virginia Beach," he said. "Council had best begin 
seriously dealing with this topic because we have less, 
than dght years to get a new system in operation. ' ' 

Buchanan, a Florida Sute University alumni, calls 
Vir ginia Beach a "cosmopolitan dty" which he predicts, 
will eontiaue to grow and flourish. He says that one day 
he would like to be a part of dty management again. "L 
may be running again. I may not." he said. "With two 
diildren under tiie age of five, thoo^ it will be a few 
years before I'D be able to devote 20 hours a week to 
Coundl again." Meanwhfle. Budianan said, "I'd like 
to spend a Uttk time on the farm." 

BMch« "#" says the recent Council dectiob had so 
many fandi^^wt*^ in the fidd, the best candidates may 
not have won. "I don't know if having 24 candidates 
can allow for a reasonable discussion of the issues." he 
said. "With so many people running, the issues tend to 
get blurred." 

After June 30, though, those issues will no longer be 
the problem of Joe Buchanan, Rdd Ervin, Pat Stan- 
ding, and Clarence Holland. Instead, the newly elected 
council members Nancy Creech, J. Jack Jennings, 
Louis Jones, and Robert G. "Bob" Jones, along with 
the seven incumbents, will be left the job of running the 
dty and filling some mighty big shoes.

Holiday Business, And Deaths Up

Whew I 

Made it through another Virginia Beach Memorial 
Day weekend without serious mishap. The only incon- 
venience incurred over the hot three day holiday was a 
little Virginia Beach sunburn. But a combination of 
Tropical Blend, fresh pineapples, and a pool averted 
much of the discomfort. 

On the oceanfront, innkeepers report high occupancy 
rates and few problems over last weekend. Unfor- 
tunately, with this good news also comes bad. Two lives 
were lost in Virginia Beach over the Memorial Day 
weekend. But we'll get to that later. 

First, the good news. 

Staring northerly, the 203-unit Shcnitoa-Beach Ian, 
36th and oceanfront, had planned lOO^o room oc- 
cupancy for last Friday, Saturday and Sunday nights. 
But it didn't happen. 

"We weren't booked all the nights," said night 
manager Art Canoa. "I think the weather had a lot to 
do with it. ^ 

"We came out pretty good, with an average of 95 V« 
occupancy for the three nights. It was about 99^ Sun- 
day night, 98^0 Saturday night and 90V» Friday. We 
were planning 100% occupancy for all three nights." 

This summer, for the first time, there is no parking on 
Atlantic Avenue, and a center turn lane. These measures 
are to help move traffic on the strip. 

"There are a lot of traffic jams." Carson said, "but I 
think the traffic moved a little smoother than last year. I 
just wish the weather had been better." 
At the 48-unit Scahawk Motd. 26th and Atlantic, 



there hasn't been a free room for the last three weeks. 

"We were booked all weekend," said desk clerk 
babcOe Tniyen. "We had a good weekend. We never 
had a night with a room empty. We haven't, I don't 
think, had a vacancy for the last three weeks." 

"The traffic was backed up. It's always like that. But 
I think it's ninning better without the parking on Atlan- 
tic Avenue and with the center turn lane." 

Skcryl Levitt, desk clerk at the 82-unit Koai Kai 
Motel, 18th and Oceanfront, said business was good but 
complaints on the traffic were high. 

"Everything was fine for us over the weekend," she 
said, "and for a few nights before that. We didn't have 
any vacancies over Memorial Day. 

"The traffic was bad. though, bad, bad. A lot of 
people were complaining about it. Some said it took 
them a half an hour to get from the end of the interstate 
to the oceanfront. It took an hour to get from one end 
of Atlantic Avenue to the other." 

Bobby Deader, sales clerk at the 124-unit HBton Ud 
on 8th Street and Oceanfront. says he has Uved in 
Virginia Beach all his life and has never seen a busier 
Memorial Day weekend. 

"We were 100% full all three nights," Dozier said. 
"The weather somewhat cooperated with us. Sunday we 
had a lot of people check out early, but we filled right 
up again with walk-in traffic. It's as dead as a doorknob 
here tonight (Monday). I don't think anybody is full. 

"The no parking on Atlanticikveliue I think lid^ the 
traffic situation, and I think the middle turn lane also 
helps a lot. But ttds past weekend was as crowded as I've 
ever seen it and Tve Uved here all my life." 



McaMMtel Day deaths 

As the Sun reported last week, the only Manorial 
Day weekend traffic fatality to occur in Virginia Beach 
since at least 1974 occured in 1979. 

This Memorial Day weekend two .people loct their^ 
lives in Virginia Beach, One in a car oash and <Nie in a 

house fire. 

On May 31 at 7 a.m. Norfolk resident Jodylyn Pace, 
26, died after running her care onto the median and 
crashing into a tree on Shore Drive near the middle gate 
of Fort Story. She was pronounced dead at the scene. 
Pace's passenger, Elizabeth G. Nilsen of Norfolk was 
taken to Virginia Beach General Hospital and listed in 
stable condition. Second Precinct Virginia Beach Police 
Officer P.J. Lanteigne is investigating the accident. 

Virginia Beach resident Robert Wayne Leggett, 23, of 
the 400 block of Patton Lane in Virginia Beach was 
found dead in a May 29 house fire in the 4800 block of 
Talden Street. The exact cause of death has not been 
determined. L^ett was discovered in the house at 
1 1 :30 p.m. Virginia Beach Detective J. T. Vanderheiden 
is investigating the incident, which occured in the city's 
third precinct. 

Around the dty Sergeant Joe Curran. first precinct, 
reports it was a quiet Memorial Day weekend in his end 
of the dty. 

"It's been real quiet for the hdiday weekend," he 
said. "To my knowledge nothing out of the ordinary 
has happpcd. We were kinda looking for an average 
holiday wijekend. 

Lieutenint R. F. Lippert, third precinct, teporu a 
fairly quiet weekend, noting not numy acddoits and 
only seven drunk driving arrests. 



Money Talk

Editor: 

On the subject of money and banking, Robert 
Hemphill, who was credit manager of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta, once said: "b (money and 
banking) is the most important subject intelligent 
penons can investigate and reflect upon. It is so 
important that our present civilization may odOMpse 
unless it is widely understood and the defiects remedied 
very soon." 

As we look at the deepening national crisis with 
nearly 10 million Americans out of work and many at 
whom not knowing where their next meal is caning 
froni or where the money will come firam topay the next 
rent or mortgage payment, we must help one another 
during these times of distress. Here are two main 
problems, as I see it. First, there is not enough low 
interest credit. Second, there is not enough money, 
period. 

Today, there is some talk about returning to a "GoU 
Standard." However, a Gold Standard is not mcney 
or low interest credit, so it really won't do much good. 
Neither%ill the gold medalfions recommended Iv the 
receitt Odd Commission. Without legal tender status, 
the gold medaHians are nothing more than an 
investment commodity. Only the weaUqr will be able to 
buy them, so they won't do any good for those sectors 
of our eamomy that need low interest credit to revive 
them, like the automobile and housing industries. So, 1 
would like to propose the following plan to provide the 
nation with gold and silver coins and with low interest 
credit all at the same time. The low interest credit will 
be used to help the farmers, small businessmen, 
automobile and housing industries and provide direct 
help to dty, county and state governments.

Health Officials Refute 
Author's Views On Sex

Sex education classes have promoted promiscuity and 
should be removed from Virginia Beach public schools 
and schools nationwide the vice president of Cathdics 
United for the Faith told 300 Pavilion listeners last 
week. 

But City public health officials, citing national tren- 
ds, say programs such as the voluntary sex education 
courses headed by Virginia Beach health educator Diane 
Walker, promote sexual awareness and are beneficial in 
preventing pregnancies and venerial diseases. 

James Likoudis, at a meeting sponsored by the 
Tidewater chapter of Catholics United for the Faith, 
Citizens Against Unnacceptable Sex Education, the 
Christian Education Association of Virginia Beach, the 
Beach chapter of the Eagle Forum, Sun Life Publishing. 
Christian Family renewal, and the American Life Lob- 
by, said any classroom teaching concerning sex is wrong 
because it replaces the rok of parents as sex educators 
and promotes and amoral view of sex. 

Such classes provide "false, inadequate information 
concerning the consequences of sin, "and do away with 
the "built-in bashfulness and shame" that norqudly 
precludes teenagers from engaging in sexual activity, he 
said. 

Children, such as those participating in optional af- 
ter-school sex education programs at six Beach elemen- 
tary and junior high schools, are "being bramwashed to 
accept contraceptive lifestyles," said Likoudis. 
Organizations, such as planned parenthood and others 
that favor sex education, are attempting to impart upon 
youth the notion, "if it feeb good, do it," Likoudis 
said. "Sex education has no place in our schools," he 
concluded. 



PoiBtoaotvaiM 

"The notion that you only make matters worse by 
educating the people is umply not valid." says Dr. 
George C. Sjolund. director of the Vtrgiiiia Beach 
Department of Heahh. As evidence, Sj<riuiid points to 
recently released figures on selected natality measures 
for women ages 19 and imder in the state. For the mon- 
th of February, 1982, there were 462 births to unwed 
mothers age 13-19. Conversdy, for the same month, 
there were 380 abortions performed <» women in the 
same age group. "They must not have known what they 
were doing," Sjolund said. According to the latest 
figures, more than 1,000 teenagers in Virginia became 
pregnant in 1979. Of those, 604 chose to have abortions. 
Teenage pregnancies surpassed 22,000 that year and the 
national figure of one million was called "epidemic" in 
nature. 

A further ccmoem to puUic health officials is the 
ever-present threat of sexually transmitted diseases. 
Gonorrhea is the most common of these communicable 
infections, but also threatening are syphilis, herpes sim- 
ples, non-gonocoocal urethitis, vaginitis, urinary tract 
infections, trichomoniasis, chancroid, lym- 
phogranuloma venereum, genital warti, lice and 
scabies. According to Sjolund's statistics, gonortiea is 
far and away the most often treated disease in Virginia. 
In February, there were 1,473 documented caws in the 
state. The closest contendef was chickenpox. of which 
there were 1 14 cases.

United States: two fifths of these births are out of 
wedioek. 

•One in 10 teenage women becomes pr^nant each 
year. 

•One in six teenage women who have premarital sex 
becomes pr^nant. 

•Teenagers account f<»- one-third of all l^al abor- 
tions performed in the U.S. 

"The problem," according to Sjohmd, "is they just 
aren't getting reliable information anywhwe. There 
needs to be an open flow of knowledge and infor- 
mati<Hi." Sjoluns says the root of the difficulties people 
such as Likoudis have with sex education lies within 
their own feelings and inadequacy. "They have a fear of 
eq>ressi(Hi of information because it wiU somehow 
change the values they bold important." 

Jerri Bundi, a nurse practitioner at the Health Depar- 
tmoit Clinic at 19th and Baltic Avenues, agrees that a 
further proliferation of pertinent sex education infor- 
mation is wliat is needed to curb this "epidemic" of 
pregnancies and V.D. amongst teenagers. "Who in the 
world are they going to pst their information from?" 
she asks. 

Bunch says she understands the motivation behind 
the likfts of Likoudis. "Would you want your IJyewF- 
old daughter havuig sex?" Bunch said. Teenagers will, 
the says, continue with their sexual activity despite the 
efforu of Likoudis. "Th^'re not going to stop having 
sex." she said. "I see maybe one virgin a month."

Coca Cola, they play the rhythm game, or they thought 
it was the wrong time of the month to get pregnant. ' ' 

Teenagers are not to be blamed for these misconcep- 
tions. Bunch says. "They are impulsive. They live for 
the moment. It is typical of adolescents to be unable to 
rdate their consequences with their actions. They just 
can't think sn months down the road." 

Instead. Bunch says, the media is partially to be 
blamed. "Look at 'The Dukes of Hazzard,'" she said. 
"That girl on the show is always running around with' 
her boobs hanging out of her blouse. And 'Dallas,' 
people are always having sex with each other on that 
show. The kids have sex in the magazines, movies, 
everywhere all around than. How are they not going to 
be thinking about it?"

What is soil? 

Soil is that very thin layer of material coating the 
earth's dry surface that keeps man from becoming 
extinct, b is also a complex, carefully balanced 
biological system. Undisturbed soil consists of many 
layers each with a very different consistency. The 
uppermost layer is called the topsoil. The topsoil is 
proportioiuuely rich in humus or organic matter and 
contains roots, bacteria, fiingi, insects and an 
occassional animal. It is the topsoild that is responsible 
for the existence of life as we know it. 

Topsoil consists of four thain ingredients: air, water, 
minerals and organic material. Although aQ of these 
exist in a very finely mixed form, air and water 
comprise about fity-percent of the volume. They 
represent what is called the "pore space" or open 
areas. The other half of topsoil is called the "soil 
solids" and consists mostly of minerals with some 
organic matter. Under ideal weather and cultural 
conditions, a good topsail would be half pore space 
divided equally between air and water and half solids 
containing ten percent organic' matter. Ten percent 
organic matter seems too smaU to most people. They 
think a good topsoil contains almost all organic matter 
and some minerals. The fact is that natural organic soils 
only contain ten-percent organic matter. Therefore, the 
rich topsoil you or your neighbors purchase contains 
alot of minerals, at least ninety percent of all the soil 
solids. In Virginia Beach, the mineral content of the soil 
is another name for clay. Good topsoil then, in other 
words, is half pcre space and half soil sdids. ninety

percent erf which is day. As one can see. a little organic 
matter makes a big difference m our soils. 

Organic matter comes in many foam. Lawn 
clippings, leaf mold, manure, peat moss, pine bark and 
sawdust are just a few forms. When incorpciated into 
the soil, these organic materials greatly influence soil 
properties, Ear greater than their low percentage would 
indicate. Organic matter is responsible for giving 
structure to the sofl. Instead of being very sticky and 
hard to dig, organic matter makes day loose and 
crumbly. However, organic matter is continually being 
broken down. Consequently, H is a rather tFUsitory soil 
component and must be renewed over the years. 

Essential nutrients are also a -benefit of organic 
matter. If no fertilizer is used, organic matter is the sde 
source <rf nitrogen and a major source of phosphorous 
and sulfur. It is also the main source of energy for soil 
micro-organisms. They are responsible for making the 
other plant nutrients available by means of their 
biochemical activity. 

In addition to improving the structure of soil and 
supplying nutrients, organic matter also increases the 
amount of water soil can hold and the proportion aS this 
water available for plants. One might ask why do we 
need more water when clay seems to hold too mudi 
ah-eady? Clay does hdd alot oi water, but it does not 
hold enough air. Lack of air is the proUem. not too 
much water. Roots need ODtygen. When a soil is 
saturated with water, all the air and oocygen ia^ihed 
out and the roots tuObem. The lesok is a wihcd pWtt. 
Organic matter increasw the amount of water a soU-Om 
hold while still maintainmg a lufBdent air or oocygen 
supply. TlwreCare. the best remedy far our day which is 
a poorly drained soil it to incorporate organic matter. 
One can till in topeofl, but remember topsoil only 



contains ten percent organic matter. Abetter sdutiflnis 
to tiU in malarial sutk as peat moss, lawn clipping or 
other organic oiatter sources. In this way, aU of your 
money lAd labor it being spent on solving the 
problem. HUing in topsoil means that ninety percent pT 
your money and labor is spent adding material that you 

already have - air. water and minerals. 

Suppose your topsoild was removed during the 
coQstructioa (tf your house. What you end iq> with is 
basicaUy subsdl. Subsoil contains Uttle Or no otBanic 
matter and very little nutriems. Subsoil pore space is 
much smaller than topsoil and, therefore, can not hold 
as much water and definitely not much air. What can be 
done with such poor soil? Add organic matterl Subsoil 
ah-eady has jdenty of minerals. By adding organic 
matter, pore space is increased and, obviously, the 
organic percentage is increased. With increased pore 
space, the soU will hdd more water and, more 
impoitantly, more air. Add nutrients and your subsoil 
has become topsoil. Remember, however, organic 
matter is not a permanent part of the soil. Continuous 
additions are necessary. In the case of the garden, 
these additions present no problems. Tbe lawn area 
may present a problem. Continuous additions by tiffing 
are not practical, but healthy grass sends enormous 
amounts of roots throuthoot the topsoil. Hwse roou 
die and are constantly being replaced. As a lesuh, 
grass plants contiimffifly supfdy the soil with the 
ocganic nittter of d^: tdau. With jwopef pr|p|r«fl(Dils ^i

The F-14 Tomcat and A-6 Intruder sat nearby as the 
U.S. Navy Atlantic Fleet Band struck up the national 
anthem, and nearly 1,000 enlisted personnel and 
officers in crisp white uniforms stood at attention, their 
fingertips barely touching the tips of their caps in 
salute. Moe Jhan 300 guests were on hapd, &ctng the 
large American flag which thoroughly covered one 
large wall in Ibnger SOO at Naval Air Station, Oceana in 
Wginia Beach. 

Beneath the flag, Capt. Robert W. Jewell, Jr. and 
Capt. Charles L. TlnlBer stood at the fiont po^um at 
attention, as the "Star Spangled Banner" {dayed on. 
The ocassion was the diange of command ceremony 
last week in which Tinker became commanding officer 
of the $400 miOian military conq>lex. relieving Jewell, 
uriio hekl the poM the past 21 month*. 

In reporting to the Virignia Beadi master jet base. 
Tinker becomes the station's 25th comQudidJng officer. 
A veteran fighter pflot. he came to Oceana fi-om Naval 
Air Station WMting Field in Milton. Fkafda. where he 
served as commanding officer since August. 1980. 
Tinker, in remarks during the ceremony, said he was 
"delighted" to take over at Oceana, and he pledged to 
continue the base's strong commitment to working with 



the aty of Virginia Beach. 

' 'I assure you we will contunie to be actively involved 
with the community in the spirit of taiutual benefit," he 
said.

Lynnhaven Mall was 
among six shopping cen- 
ters throughout the United 
Sutes and Canada to be 
dted in the International 
Council of Shopping Cen- 
ters ' 1982 awards 
program. 

Recognized in the 
category of energy savings 
and reduction, the 
regional mall was dted as 
"an effective demon- 
stration of emphasizing 
energy conservation as a 
basic element of design 
from the outset of a 
project. Its systems ap- 
proach uses a broad range 
of cost-saving devices and 
techniques to provide cen- 
ter management with 
nexible tools to manage 
oiergy use, control costs 
and aim for still further 
reductions that will 
benefit both the developer 
and the retailer for whom 
common area maintenan- 
ce charges are lower than 
they might otherwise be." 
A project of Melvin 
Simon & Assodates, the 
1.125.000 sq. ft. (gross 
leasable area) mall was 
opened in March 1981. 
Ehiring its first year of 
operation, the complex 
achieved a consumption 
rate of 28.2 KWH/FT'- 
almost two units better 
than the company's best 
experience to date. It was 
also a 26^ improvement 
over the average for 
Simon centers without 
energy management 
systems, 18^* better than 
those with such systems 
and 16Vi better than those 
with energy management 
systems and central 
cooCog plants. 

The design minimizes

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New Central Library Providing Future Gornerstone

Od Monday, Miqr 24 the Varginia Beach Qty Coiihdl 
voted to purcbase a seven acre site on Virginia Beadi 
Boulevard for the coostnictioo of a proposed central 
library. lUs vote capped several years of iriamiing 
during which the Virginia Beach Public library 
carefully reviewed its past history, its current physical 
plant and the library service needs of a pt^nilatiaa 
projected to be 40Q,000 by the year 2,000. The proposed 
90,000 square foot central library is the result of this 
analysis and is the cornerstone for improved public 
library service in the 1980's and beyond. 

Unlike most urban libraries, the Virginia Beadi 
Public library did not develop a large, comprehensive 
main library around which are clustered 
neighborhood brandies. Instead, based upon the city's 
large geograiAic area, iu growth patterns and the lack 
of a^si^k, deariy indentifialde central business 
district, UlHvy pla^oiers chose to construct multiirie,~ 
decentraUnd bnundi lit»raries h strategic populatkn 
centers thraugfaom the dty. Ibese btul<fings w^^ 
designtd t|r>|« 3^P6»4o be oonvenient ud to nudoir 
accessiWi rafncnc* and infbnnation servioni u well«» ;; 
broad book and peflodiGalcolkctions. : >;"> 

By the ktte 19'ms it was becoming Increasingly - 
evident that library construction was not keeping pace 
with the city's burgeoning population. Based upon an 
exhaustive research effort that compared, analyzed and 
melded together the best of national building standards 
with practical experience and the distmct needs of 
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>%ginia Beach, it was determined that the city was 
129,000 square feet deficient in terms of library space. 

Althoui^ this qMce deficiency is most dramatic in 
the overcrowded Bayside and Kempsville Branches, 
the most critical impact may be, in £BCt, on the library's 
internal sui>port divisions. One such exampk is the 
Technical Services Division whicfa orders and prepares 
all library materiab for public use. It is severely over- 
crowded and under the present ccnditians woold not be 
able to handle tbe increased work loads necessitated by 
the opening of any new library fikdhties. 

By early 1982 the Virginia Beach Public library 
completed the review of its capital development and the 
{MTOposals ' were officially i^^oved by the Library 
Board. Hie CSty Council's approval <rf a central library 
site is the first step in imptonenting this plan. Under 
this program the puUk library will continue to meet the 



recreational, cultural and informational needs of 
Virginia Beach citizens through the continuatiaa of a 
strong, self-reliant branch library system. In addition to 
the branch system, the plan formally proposes the 
construction of the 90,000 square foot central library. 
This building will not only iHovide access to a broad, 
in-depth range of materials, heretofore not avaflable 
because of space limitations, but it will also ivovide the 
library's internal support divisions with much needed 
space whidi will eventually fiKilitate future Ubrary 
constructian. 

In an upcoming article we will explore a second phase 
of the Virginia Beach Public Library's capital develop- 
ment i»'ogram which will focus on renaming "branch" 
libraries "area" libraries and the impact that change 
will have on public library service in the city.

"When 
you Me • OOP on every corner, you're 
ku fikdy to do tomethini wrong," he 
said. Still, "some people are just 
begging to get arrested." said Sakxiik. 
We are not going to tolerate 
people bllinf down drunk in Virginia 
Beadi." said Barnes. "Ibis is not 
acceptable behavior. Our job is to keep 
the society aware of certain limiu of 
behavior to which we expect ihem to 
adhere." 

Barnes explained that the vast 
majority of diose ar^tted by bis unit 
are local residents, aged 16 to25« who 
"have turned raising hell nito a fine 
art." Barnes, who worb nine months 
of the year worldng with the city's 
SWATteams. is on spedal assignment 
for the summer with the Beach Patrol, 
it is the second consecutive year he 
has requested the duty. 
"It is important that we make an 

efiort to controi this behavior because 



our d^ depends on tourists," Barnes 
said. "If you oome into town, and 
your're paying $90to$lQ0anightfar a 
hotel room, do you want a bunch <rf 
beer*diinkuig kids in the paridng lot 
playing k»d nnuic all niiht longt" 

Barnes says most of the people on 
the streets are "really nice." and even 
those iHio are ancsted '**mi nice 99 
percent of the time." hi fiwt. Barnes 
said, he is not against beer-drinking. 
"Tbe people just come out here* to 
have a good time, it seems fike the 
more they dirink. the more activity 
their fkm requires, the reid problem is 
strictly biological, ff you put liquid into 
a human bong, he has ^ kt it out." 

The oceanfront merdumts mppit- 
date the police department's efforts. 
A hot dog stand owner cheerfully 
greets eadi officer who passes his 
idace Of business. An arcade operator 
tosses a friendly wave to a passing 
ptttral car. Young women constantly 
stop the policemen, asking for dir- 
ections or merely todiat. "The women 
feel secure talking to a man in 
uniform," says Barnes. "It's one of 
the finnge benefits of the jOb,"adds 
SokoliL 

There are drawbacb in working 
from 7:30 p.m. to 3 a.m. Barnes says, 
chief of which are domestic problons.

Drug Experts See More Cooperation, Expect More Pot

Victorian poet Ernest Oiristopher Dowsoo, 1867- 
1900, was a profligate author who constantly diam- 
pioned the philosophy of "carpe dicsn" a Latin phrase 
meaning "to seize the day," or, to live for the moment. 

Dowscn, actually only a minor poet who ultimately 
ioined the ranks of other grander English Pre-Raphae- 
lites such as Dante Gabrid Rosaetti, Algeron Charles 
Swinburne, and William Morris, studied at Oxford, 
never finishing, but allegedly he read many Latin erotic 
poems and smoked hashish to heighten his artistk and 
aeative abilities. It is also whispered that mudi of his 
money was spent on stimulants that gave him what is 
described as "transient poetic inspiratioa." 

As with many Sybarites, Dowson lived a short life, 
marred with physical and mental problems. He 
continued to smoke hashish until his death in Paris, 
where on his deathbed, he read Charles Dickens and 
talked of the poems he planned to write. 

IXiwsan was not the first person to dfe of decadent 
pursuiu, nor will he be the last. It has never been 
suggested that hashish alone, or moral decay caused 
Dowson's or anybody's death. But it is asserted that the 
inhaling of any smoke, be it that of hasbish, maiijaana. 
or cigarettes, does cause eventual serious respiratory 
damage, heart complications, and brain cdl burn-out. 

For these reasons, several diflerent organiaed 
factions have joined together to squeeze the flow of 
illicit drugs into the United States, particularly 
marijuana, which is smoked by people of aO ages. 
Federal Drug enforcement agents. Coast Guard 
officers. Navy officials. Customs agents and local 
narcotics officers know that 93 percent of the 
marijuana entering this country comes from Columbia, 
South America. 

It is also known that Florida, only hours away from 
Columbia's government supervised pot loading docks, 
has been the drug smuggler's fiivorite dropoff point for 
years. That is until the Fed created a vedal vice 
presidential task force on drug abuse to exert heavy 
pressure in and around Florida, hoping to bar as much 
dope from coming into this comttry, at that lodttkn, m 
passible. 

Also, the Posse Conutatus Act, which herctofoce 
precluded the military from assistiiw local narcotics 
enforcement agents, has been admended to allow far 
such cooperation. Just recently a U.S. Nirvy Deatroyer 
towed a shrimp boat laden with 20 tons of pot into a San 
Juan port, which constitutes the first law en f orce m eitt 
action ever engaged hi by a Navy sh^. 

WeO, as noted, extra pressure has been cxurted 
aiaoad Florida, which has caused drug smnggkn to 
steam liuther up the east coast in seardi of saftr 
dropoff poinu for their illegal carga 

"With the pressures in Florida, caused by the 
vice-presidential task fovoe. it meant that more drag 
traffic is heading oar way," said United States Gout 
Guard Commander Robert A. Bastek. Porumontii. 

Ibe Coast Guard, recently handicapped by a cut in 
funds and fuel, will, however, "step-up ellDrts to get 
more imelligence on the ships moving up the coast, and 
do what patrolling we can for the rest of the sommer," 

Basteksaid. 

But the Coast Guard alone can't stop the pniMem. 

Virginia Beach has ^»pra|dmately 38 miles of 
shoreline and a handfbl of narcatics officers to poiioe it 
for incoming drug traffic. Beach drug en f orce m e n t 
officers rely on the cooperation bet wee n Federal drug 
enforcemem officials r military offidab and iaforaiants 
to combat the millioa dollar : import-export drug in- 
dustry. 

Virginia Beach Ptolioe Sargaant J.a Maieakjr. special 
investigative unit, cunently hat aifltt faO-lfew

"We are pi«mi«««g on the continued cooperatitm 
amosig all federal agencies and local jurisdictians." 
Malasky said. "We wOl abo continue to use the federal 
proaeattors in certain district cases, and continued use 
of Federal grand juries to gain moK infiormatian yiben 
conspnades are involved." 

According to Maksky, the tonnafe of marijuana en- 
tering Virginia Beadi, compared to years past, is down. 

"Firom what I hear, it's hard to find pot on the streets 
now in Virginia Beach," he said. "I mean, there are still 
amooms of it avaOaMe, but the l»g tonnages of it just 
hasn't been her for the bst three or four months. We're 
abo seeing a decUne in the amount of cocaine in 
Virginia Beadi. 

"Hw Mavy is increasing its efforts in drug 
enforcement 200 pdrcent," he added. 

Malesky estknates that <q> to200 sea vesseb carrying 
marijuana roll into Virginia Beach waters yearly, and 
notes "we've only caught two so ha thu year." Drug 
financiers, it b said, only need to get 10 percent of their 
ships iitto port to turn a profit. And as security tightens 
in Florida poets, and ifaiields, Bendi drug enforcement 
offidab are antidpating more drug traffic. 

"We will see an increase in the number of vesseb 

looking to ports like ours to drop off the cargo," 
Malesky said. "1 would think, because of the 
popntatioB dentfty of Virginia Beadi and the Tidewater 
area, that the smugglrrs would look to places on the 
Eastern Shore or the iqiper Chesapeake Bay." 

Malesky said ^%gmia Beach Pdice Chief Charies R. 
Wan b too percent behind the city's efforts to curtail 
the drug traffic coming into Virginia Beach. 

"The Chief b very interested in the situation," 
Malesky said."He has given us hb comidete blessina 
as to how we're deafing with the drug problem in the 
dty." 

And, whereas last year the flow of drugs into Ytr^iOA 
Beach seemed by gushing, now it seems tiie tide b 
turning. 

"Fm really encouraged with all the local agencies 
working together. " Malesky said. "We've developed 
a piukaopiiy that we don't care where the subject b 



kxated, ak. land or tea. or in another dty. We're fdng 
to arrest them I" 

Under anew reorganirational plan. Virginia Beach's 
intelligence officers and drug enforcement agents 
report dii^rtly to Chief Wall. 

"It makes it easier for me to stay hifonned as to what b 
actually taking place,"Wall said. "Flus. it's the 
intelligence peoi^ and narcotics agents, in many 
iutances. working on similar dungs. We've just cut down 
on the number of people the infonnatian gets fihered 
through before it reaches me." 

Wall, in an almost Manichean tone, predicts that as 
the supply erf marijuana dries up for consumers, the 
drug will still be obtainaUe. but for a higher price. 

"b'U take mudi more tiian poiioe action to stop tiie 
drug problem" WaU said. "It's going to take a change 
in peo^ and their attitudes to eliminate the 

At tiie Federal levd. United Stata Drug Enfor- 
cement Residem in Charge George Nolel. Norfolk, said 
figures he has indicate that the seizures are iq> thb year 
compared to bst. He abo expecu to sUy busier in tiie 
Tidewater area now that the screws have been 
tightened in Florida. 

"I'm sure the crackdown in Florida will affect us," 
he laid. "But matt of tiie infomatiaa we obtain b 
cleared through EFIC, our El Paso Infonnatian Center. 

If we get a tip that a drug smuggling sh^ b m raote to 
\ni^nia Beach we contact EPIC, «Aio in turn alerU 
customs, tiie military and the coait guard." 

Notd reports tiiat bMt year in the local area. 43.000' 
pounds of marijuana was seized. Thus fiu, hi the first 
six months of thb year, he says, over 41,000 pounds 
have already been confiscated. 

"We know the staff b coming up here, but it's just as 
hard as ever to find it" he said. "Even though they've 
cracked down hi Florida, nobody north of Florida has 
been augmented with additional peof^ to handle the 
smugglers as they head north." 

Motel agrees with other drug enforcement offidab 
that different drug enforcement agendes are working 
better together. 

"The cooperatian has improved considerably," he 
said. "As we see more smugglers, tiie coope r at i on wfll 
be greater and we'll add to our forces."

Wgfaiia Beach's pditidans, in general, are undec- 
kled about how best to structure the city's goventing 
body. The malQ^4q> of City OouncO, presently 
oonqitised of 11 members, has come under fire from 
joanalists and other observers off and on to years. 
Issues whkh consbtcntiy crop up invoke tiie role of tiw 
mayor and the si« of oouncfl. More recently, four 
oirt g nii ^ Beadi coundfanen, in interviews puMbhed hi 
last week's Virginia Beach Sun. have questioned the 
design of Qty Council. 

The first topic, havb« to do with the mayor, was 
rabed by Mayor J. Henry McCoy, Jr., who fieeb tiie 
public has lost confidence in Virginia Beach's current 
mayor poaitiai because it b ^ipaiiited by Councfl 
rather than elected by the peopik. He proposes the 
mayor be elected every four years and assume all the 
responsibilities handled by tiie dty aunwfer.

The dty. not yet 20 yean dd, may not iww need a 
vblUe. jndHcaUy deded. fliD-tiiBe chief exacMtive.

Warm weather brings 
saltwater fishing into full 



swing, as various species 
begin to arrive in Virginia 
Beach waters. Talk to 
most any fisherman and 
you'll find an enthusiastic 
sportsman who enjoys 



catching and eating his 
fiesh tasty fish of the day. 
Remember that the way 
a fish is handled from the 
time it is puUed from the 
water until it appears on 
the dinner table is impor- 
tant in preserving good 
taste and high quality. 
Ideally, a fish should be 
removed from the hook, 
or net and gilled, gutted 
and put on ice as soon as 
possible. 

Here are sqme do's and 
don'ts of fish handlint 



tliat affect its taste and 
storage life. By keieping

The first repeat course sesrion ends on Thursday, July 
15 and regi«ration and the first day of dasses for the 
second repeitt course session wffl be held on Friday. July 
16. That session, as well as the newtourse session, ends 
(m Tuesday, August 10. 

Tuition and fees must be paid at the time of 
registration. For Virginia Beach residents, new courses 
will cost SS6; repeat courses, $32. For non-residents, 
new courses wiD be $100; for repeat courses. $S0. 

For the first time, high school students will be aUe to 
rent textbooks; last year, only junior high students were 
induded m the rental plan. Text rental and/or instnic- 
tioa fees ran^ fnxn $1 to $5, depending on the course 
taken and whether the subject is taken as a new or 
repeat course. Most sid>jecto taught during the regular 
sdiool year will be taught ki summer school, depoiding 
on the number of studrats enrolled. 

Banner and intermediate summer band dasses will 
be offered for six weeks, beghming on June 22, between 
8 a.m. and noon, depending on the class. Classes wiU be 
h^ at Careen Run and Princess Anne hish schools, and 
at'IndqMndeace, Kempsville, Brandon. Lynnhaven. and 
Princess Anne junior lii^. The fee has been reduced to 
$20. Rising 6th and 7th graders may also oiroU in 
bqinning band classes at the same fee at one of the 
summer band centers. 

Classes in intensive English for non-native speakers 
will be offered at Pemlwoke Meadows Elementary 
School for senior high, junior high, and elementary 
students; the fee is $25. Secondary school special 
education courses will also be offered at a fee of $32. 
New this year are the grade 7 basic (math and reading) 
skills courses to be Uught at Plaza Junior High School; 
the fee is $32 per class. 

On the elementiiry school level, summer school 
dasses will be hdd from Tuesday, June 29, through 
Tuesday, July 27. Registration will be hdd on Wed- 
nesday, June 16, and Thiusday, June 17, at the in- 
dividual summer sdiool centers, tnm 9 a.m. to noon 
both days. Tuition must be paid at the time of 
registration. No transportation will be provided. 

Buic readings writing/granunar, and math dasses 
will be tau^t at Fairfidd* Green Run. Pembroke 
Meadows, and Linkhom Park dementaries. Hk fee for 
eadi class is $25. The basic classes are divided into three 

sedicms: primary reading is for grades 1 and 2; math 
and reading classes, for grades 3-6; and basic aniting 
and grammar, for grades 3 and 6. 

Courses in art, fidd biology, special education, and 
speech will be offered at Fairfidd and Linkhorn Park 
dementaries; the fee for art and fidd biology is $65. 
Special education courses in math, reading, and speech 
therapy are each $25. Art courses are offered in two sec- 
tions: one for grades 1-3; the other, for grades 4-7. Fidd 
biology classes are for students in grades 4 and 5 . 

A summer academy for identified academically gifted 
secondary students will be offered a the Old DonaUon 
Center for the Gifted and talented during the summer. 
Courses wiU be taught in television productwMi, 
professional apprenticeship, and computer program- 
ming. The fee for each of those classes is $45 .

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Fahey Wins Distinguished Award

Virg inia Beach resident and school board member 
John A. Fahey was recently heralded as an outstanding 
educator by the Old Dominion University Alumni office. 
At recently held commencement exercises. Fahey won 
the Alan Rufus Tonelscn Distinguished bculty Award, 
his third ODU award thus far, in recognitioo of out- 
standing contributions to the intellectual development 
of ODU in the field of teaching. 

For Fahey. such testimoniah are nothing new. In 
years past he has been recognized with such honors as 
the Delta Phi Omega Distinguished Faculty Award, the 
Outstanding Educator of America Award, and the 
Robert L Stem Award for Outstanding Teaching. 
"Everytimc I get an award I just turn it on and work 
harder," the asscKiate professor of Russian said. "I 
don't rest on my laurels." 

In order to win the coveted award, instructors must 
receive written testimonials from students, former 
students and colleagues. What is clear from reading 
through these letters is that John Fahey is an 
innovative and admired instructor. 

"Mr. Fahey is by far the finest example of teaching 
excellence," wrote on current sutdent. "l& thorough 
knowledge of Russian and genuine interest in his 
students make him a sincere and unique person. 
Furthermore, he has helped me get my life in order and 
has put me on the road to success." 

Another student expressed admiration for Fahey 
because of his fairness. ^'Students must earn their 
grades, and A's don't come easily," reads the letter. 
"There have been tiroes when I disagreed with Mr. 
Fahey. thinking that perhaps he expected too much. 
I've come to realize, however, that I was wrong; he 
does not expect too much. Rather, his aim is to 
encourage his students to study, put forth some effort, 
and to think. 

"I feel very fortunate to have been able to study 
under Mr. Fahey. He epitomizes fine teaching," the 
letter concluded. 

An OEXJ alumni called Fahey "An educator in the 
purest sense of the term; this is an art long lost to most 
college professors. He continually displays a willing- 
ness to share his wealth of accumulated knowledge. But 
he will not give it to you, you must work for it. It is in 
this area, as a oMitivator, where Mr. Fahey transcends 
his coUegues."

HoUey . chairman of the fordgn language department at 
ODU . says that Fahey stands akme in teacUng eauxikn- 
ce. "The more I see and learn about John's teachiof 
methods, the nM>re convinced I become that he is very 
probably the bcM hi his field and among tlw top teachers 
in higher educatkm today."

Legal Secretaries

Pore and the other two founders 
attended a meeting of the Norfolk-

' Natidaal assodaticn jbi-laws stipu- 
late that no two dnuMera can exist 
within a JS-rnik raaus, so special 
permission was ae«ded to form a 
chapte< «| thf beach. When exceptian 
was made to the rule and the beach 
was awarded a chapter. Pore was 
elected president, a post she relin- 
quished after the first year but 
reassumed in 1980. She stepped down 
as president last week and became 
governor of the chapter. 

"h was real tough going in the 
early days," Pore recalled, "because 
a lot of the bosses were afraid that we 
were union. I got a lot of doors 
slammed in my face." 

Pore emphsizes that her organiz- 
ation is "non-union, non-partisan, 
non-secretarial, and non-profit." 
, Today, there are 21 members in the 
Virginia Beach chapter. Membership 
in a local chapter automatically makes 
one a member in state and national 
associations of legal seaetaries. There 
are 730 active local chapters with 
24,000 members nationwide. The nat- 
ional*«lMiciatiao was formed in Long 
Beach, Qdifomia in 1929 when Eula 
Nfae Smith, an inexperienced legal 
secretary, was informed by a deputy 
clerk of the court that she didn't 
appear to have the necessary know- 
ledge to file legal documents. She 
followed through on the suggestion of 
the clerk and contacted five other kgal 
secretaries to discuss forming an 
association. With the encouragement 
and support of their employers, the 
first legal secretaries group was bom. 

In Virginia, an assodation was 
chartered in 1961 with four local 
chapters in Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg, Arlington, and Newport News- 
Hampton. There are now 19 chapters 
in the state. 

Pore began her career twenty years 
ago as secretary to a prosecuting 
attorney in Colorado, having no idea 
that her job description would entail 
anything more than traditional secre- 
tarial duties. She soon learned differ- 
ently. 



"The fint week on the job we had an 
indecent expotuie case and we really 
wanted this man bad," Pwe said. 
"We missed the convictian on the 
man, which instilled in me a real tense 
of purpose. From that day oo. I was 
extremely prosecutkxMninded.'^ 

Bore explained thai her rck as a 
kgal secretary calls for her to do 
kngthy reseatdi and to do all the 
leg-work in preparing cases for her 
boss the lawyer. "Basically, the 
attorney gives me a fik and tells me to 
ran with it." Pore said. "I enjoy giving 
my finiihed product to a lawyer, 
sending him (rff to court and having 
him come back and say, *Bogr. did I 
look good in court today.'" 

Between Coiorado and Virginia 
Beadi. however. Pore paid her does as 
a kgal seaetary in a pubHc defender's 
(rfBce in Ocean View. "Tliat's the gut 
work in law." Pore said. "I had a hard 
time worUna with those kinds of 
cases," because often, she says, her 
attorney was defending seeminly 
guilty clients. "But that is our 
situation. We have to provide equal 
representation for everyone under the 
law because, afterall, you are sup- 
posed to remain innocent until you're 
proven guilty." 

Such phrases are not cliches to Pore. 
She really means that she says. For 
instance. Pore harbors no illusions that 
she could get away with breaking the 
law merely because she works within 
its parameters. "If you're going. to. 
work in the law, you can't be above 
-it." Pore said. Further. Ppte is a 
strong belkver in the group's motto, 
"Professionalism plus education 
equals excelknoe." and she repeats it 
crften to all within eanhot. 

As with any prafession, though. 
Pore says being a kgal secretary has 
its drawbacks. "Hiere't an awM lot of 
pressure here, especially when you 
play God with someone's life," Pore 
said. "You rarely see a happy person 
in a lawyer's crffice. Ibey all come 
there because they have a probkm. 
And it is the secretary who always 
catches the brunt of it." 

Ibe hours are sometimes rather 
long for a legal seaetary according to 
Pore. "If you're going to work in law, 
you've got to accept die fact that 
there's a lot of overtime work in- 
volved," she said. "People call up, 
they want a divorce right away. We get 
people who want a will on the spot. I 
get called in at all hours by the court, 
by the clknt and by my boss." 




"If you're going to be in law, you can't be 
above it. Our motto is 'Professionalism plus

Saudis Come To Study 
Virginia Beach Traffic

OimJnal law and procedure in Saudi 
Arabia are derived almost entirely 
from sharia law, that is. the Islamic 
law based on the Koran, and the 
praaices and sayings of the Prophet 
Mohammed. 

Under these terms, fornicatioD and 
adultry, for example, are considefed 
by shiria to be crimes against the 
family and public moraUty. An adultry 
conviction stipulates t|uit both parties 
be stoned to death.' In fornication 
cases, the punishmeilt is 100 lashes 
administered in pubhc. Islamic law, 
however, safeguards the innocent by 
demanding rigorous requirements for 
proof of the offenses. Four reliable 
witnesses to the act must swear to the 
crime. If the witnesses' accusations do 
not hold up. they are liable for 80 
lashes themselves. Those convicted of 
thievery may k»e their right hand, or 
in more severe cases, alternate hands 
and feet may be lopped. Homocide is 
punishable by execution by crucifix- 
ion. 

As one might suspect, major crime 
rau in Saudi Arabia are low. And the 
governmental body responsible for 
keeping the peace in Saudi Arabia, a 
kingdom encompassing about 870,000 
square miles and about one-third the 
size of the United States, with a 
population between five and 20 mil- 
Uon, is the Saudi Arabian National 
Police Force. 

According to the Directorate Gen- 
eral of Public Security in the Ministry 
of hiterior. the Saudi police force has 
between 15,000 and 20,000 officers. 
They receive three years of polioe 
training, and are later evaluated as to 
their specific fields of expertise. 

Because of the Saudi's strict adher- 
ance to the sharia. criminal acts are 
few and asiaults on poike officers 
seldom occur . The biggest problem the 
Saudi's have, in terms of law enforce- 
ments, is with traffic. Saudi Arabia is a 
fast growing country, business and 
industry is flourishing, and gasoline 
only costs 40 cents a galkm. 

Recently, a delegation of 16 Saudi 
law enforcement crflcert visited Vir- 
ginia Beach, hosted by the Virginia 
Beach Police Department, for five 
days. The delegation, supervised by 
. Dr. Bern Kuhn. direaor of technical 
programs, inteinatianal Center for 
Law Enforcement and TVaining, lock- 
ville, MD., visited Virginia Beach 
specifically to study its congested 
traffic situation. Virginia Beach was 
chosen over Los Angeles for two 
reasons our city is closer to Maryland 
tlHUi California, and Virginia Beach 
and Los Angeles are among the very 
few in the Iteited Slates that feature 
high technology in-pntrd car oom- 
puters to assist officers in dwir daily 
woriL Hie Virfinia Beach Bolioe 
Department also boasU a highly 



sophiscated system-itride communic- 
ations systems. 

"Virginia Beach has an extremely 
fvogressive police department," said 
Dr. Kuhn. "It's chief (Chief Charles K. 
Wall) is excellent, and its computer 
operations is first class. In fiwt, 
Virginia Beach b one of the few cities 
in the country that has in-car com- 
puters. We had to dioose between 
coming here or going to I« A. 

"We know that Virginia Beach, like 
L A., has tremendous traffic prob- 
lems," Dr. Kuhn continued. "And to 
help alleviate the situation, your dty 
utilixes an excellent traffic communi- 
cations system. Your officers, just by 
merely pressing computer buttons, 
have uistant access to data, and the 
analysis of that data. Plus, the in-car 
computerization saves the officers | 
time and adds to their security and^, 
safety." 

Hie Saudis attending the law en- 
forcement cneter study there any- 
vrfiere between two months and two 
years, after which time they will 
receive a certificate. 

"The officers will also critique the 
Virginia Beach Police Etepartment. 

"Basically, the officers are over- 
whebned at your city's in-caf computer 
technology." Dr. Kuhn said. 

Saudi Arabia is a rich nation, but its 
dollars have not yet been spent to any 
great extent on modem technology. 
But the country is expanding rapidly, 
as is its number of automoUles. 
Consequently, curtaUment of traffic 
problems is the Saudi's number one 
priority. 

"Traffic is their majoi prabkm." 
said Chief Wall. "The country is 
growhig at a fiuitastic rate, and 
gasoline is only 40 cents a gaOon. 
Ihere are also more cars per capitia 
there than in most other regions of the 
world." Chief WaU also notes the 
increasing number of cities, fikctories 
and airportt popfiag i4> in the 
coimtry. 

Wall and Kuhn also mark the 
Saudi's keen adherence to religious 
principals, saying, "Tliey don't want 
to lose their cutore nor do they want to 
forget it, and they're takmg steps to 
f i » ^ii»»iii it. Ibey are very sincere 
about the teachings of the Koran, and 
it carries over into most of th Saudis 
personal lifSe." 

Wall is envious of the Saudis, in that 
Saudi police officers are mudi better 
respected by the populus than in 
America. 

"Ihere work carries a lot of weight. 
Seldom are Saudi officers assaulted." 
WaO said. "The Saudis are surprised 
at the violenoe we have over here." 

Per capitia. there are not as many 
jails and prisooB in Saudi Arabia as in 
Anwrica. Also, the pay scale of the 
Saudi oflkers is higher than in the

"No police officials here make that 
much." Wall said. 

Dr. Kuhn said that the delegation 
discerned cultural differences between 
the two couittries, but they also 
recognized that even cops fi-om dif- 
ferent countries have a coounon bond. 

"Culturally, they may have different 
ways." he said. "But when they all get 
together., they're still just a bunch of 
policemen." 



Chief WaU and Dr. Kidm agree that 
our police officers and theirs learned 
much from eadi other during their 
brief five-day stay in Virginia Beach; a 
stay in which fiunily members were 
brought along and given the opport- 
unity to sightsee and shop. 

"Tliey like this ty^e of thing." Dr. 
Kuhn said. "Ibey uke the shopping 
and the cultural exchanges. And, they 
were weD received by your officers. 
They like it here."

(CantfaMMd from pace 2) 
area. He said that he did not thinlc the 
general puUic had any more business 
parUog in the motel parldng lots than 
using a hotel room without paying for 
it. 

"We ask them tojeave and they 
warn to fight," OMpbOn said. He said 
that the motel owners do not need to 
have so much infonnation on the signs 
or to place them at every entrance. The 
proliferatian of signs and infonnatiOB 
hat led legitimate hotel gulsts to ask 
whether they could park to register, he 
said. 

"I we own it and you want us to pay 
taxes OD it, you're learning too fiv to a 
point there you've got the Police 
Department in line with the tres- 
passers." Why is the dty so interested 
in trespassers and telling them where 
their cars are towed to? he asked. "I'm 
tired of you all peeking in on us," he 
said.

Ervin suggested checking with Chief 
Wall. He said his experience with the 
police has been nothing but good. 



Qty Manager Thomas H. Muehlen- 
beck said that be had spoke with the 
chief, Chafdain also had taken his 
complaint to the chief and that the 
chief is taking iM-oper action. 

Councilman John A. Baum then 
remarked, "even in rural areas I 
haven't understood i^y you have to 
have signs in rural areas to keep 
people out (rf areas where they know 
they don't belong."

Summer Reading 
Provides Practice 



Summer reading programs provide Virginia Beach 
children with an opportunity to practice reading skills 
while they discover the pleasure bocks can give. Last 
year more than 2,000 children participated. The almost 
9,000 bodes they read were a great start on a lifelong 
good habit. Ibis year, plan to make the reading 
procram part of your d^ld's siunmer. 

Any child who can read independently qm join. He 
or she can pick up a rally map - reading fibldef at any 
one of the five libraries or the bookmolnle. Hat folder 
has a niace tn record the<titles of books as they are read. 
On the other side the rally map shows a race track 

winding through Vuignia Beach past fiuttoiis land- 
marks . For each three bo(As they read, children will get 
a hot rod or antique car sticker to add to the map. With 
the first sticker comes a large cardboard car to decorate 
with the reader's name. Ibe libraries will display these 
cars throughout the program so the children can point 
out their names to friends and relatives. Each child who 
finishes six books will be awarded a reading certificate. 
But chlMren can go right on reading and collecting 
stickers unfU the prflgram ends 911 August 14. This 
allows each child to succeed at his or her own pace 
without pressure or competition. 

Praitt Voir ChIM 
There are many ways you can help the library 
encourage children to be good readers. 

•Show interest in what your chiM reads and listen if 
he or she wants to talk idxwt the story. 

•Praise and reward cfaiklren when they spend time 
reading, but don't compare their reading sidlls with 
another child's. 

•Gome to the library with your child. You can help 
guide him or her to books at the right level. 

•Pick out some bodes for yourself while you're there. 
Children are impressed when they see that adults value 
reading too. 

•Remember that summer reading should be relaxed 
and fim, not homework. For instance, if a child doesn't 
want to finish a bocric, just trade it in on one more suited 
to his or her abilities and interests.

Beachers Unite To Fight Cancer

Gucer is defined M tlw 1962 Qmoer Facts and 
Figures book as "a laifc group of diseases diaracter- 
ized by unoontroBaWe growtii and spread of abaormai 
cells. If the spread is not oontralkd or clieclKd, it 
results in death." 

The definition Is frightening ythtn one realizes that 
cancer can aop up an anyone at anytime. 

This year, an estimated 835,000 new cancer cases 
will arise in the United States and only one of three 
patients will survive £ar more than five years. 
Seventeen-thousand of those cases will be from 
Wginia. 

Scientists and researches have been working fisr 
years trying to find a cure for cancer. 

In 1981 alone, the American Cancer Society awarded 
over $31 t^on in grants to various cancer researdi 
hospitals and institutions to help find out more about 
the nation's most feared disease. 

In \%ginia Beach, cancer is on about the same level 
as most big cities, but there is a lot of workbemg done 
\jy some very spedal peo|de to fight the disease. 

The Vkginia Beach Unit of the American Chancer 
Society is comprised of a volunteer board of 40 
members «^ work liar fkee. 

me workdoK by these volunteers Is nothing short of 

wonderftd. 

One of the benefits offered by the Unit is ft«e 
transportation for anyooe needing a ilde to « hospital 
who has (iiiiDer. ''- 

the voinateen also dSBr gift servkxi for thdr 
patients* e«ii|iiBfnl for tiiem to use, md •Ion servioe 
fior those who need to bansoarafney. 

These htMits aie niee» hut they can adjr wodt if a 
canoer pttieat waoia them to. 

"Ihe disease p«ts peoi^ in stKh an emotimal stale, 
widi the crises on them, tiiat they dihik help is beycttd 
fhem," said Area Repcesentativc Katherine Moore, 
who wfvfcs as a oneHMnm office at the Viigiida Beadi 

Unit. 

"But so nnidi has been done to i^ cure cancer," 
Moore said, meamag that many patients can be helped. 



Ihe Vhrgjnk Beach Unit also offers various dmics 
and public services such as lung^iprogranu, smddng 
dinia and next year they hope to have a Health Fair. 

RehabOMation for cancer patients can be obtamed by 
patients who have had a mastectotaiy (breast removal), 
ostomy (urinal or uterine), or laryngectomy (voice boot). 

With all (rf* the useful and helpful work the volunteers 
do comes a great feeling of satisfection. 

"I just, well, I feel great," said Moore, "when I am 
able to help somebody. 

"Sometimes a volunteer will drive a patient to 
fiaddk General." she said. "We really give a lot (tf 
time and help." 

The Wginia Beach Cancer Unit is also taking part in 
a national program called Cancer Prevention Study n. 

Ihe Study will involve one millian Americans and 
1,170 citirens from Vlrgina Beach. 

Local volunteers of the American Cancer Society will 
work with IS peofrie each, who will fill out a confidential 
questionnaire with questions related to smoking habits, 
coffiee. birth control inlls, saccharin, and their 
environmental habits. 

Every other year, the volunteers will report to the 
A.CS. headquarters on the status d* their participants. 
When a particqMnt dies, heahh statitidans will 
ddeimme how his lifestyfe affected his life and rehoe 
this to the questionnaire. 

"With information provided by Study participants, 
we hope to klentiiy those fectors that increase a 
peison's chance of getting cancer." said Maty Glkn 
CSoBiChaitntanorthe Virignia'Beadi Unit oTthfe A.C.S.

Oat ci them is Tom Harper, who is Uie National 
Speaker for cancer and also works as a vdunteer at the 
Virgima Beadi Uoit. 

Harper was a fbotbaO player for Navy when he first 
began to complain of a swollen groin, and went to the 
team doctor. He was later diagnosed as a cancer 
patient. 

"My first reaction was 'When can I go back.' Harper 
said. 

While diseased, he was under chemotheraphy and 
heavy radiation, and tried to stay in as best shape as 
possible. 

What advice does Tom Harper have for anyone who 
has canoer? 

"I feel a person who has cancer should think. 'Hey, 
what is available for me in Ufe'. 

"Anyone with cancer should think of himself as a 
cancer patient and not a cancer victim."

Con- 
tributory negligence is the 
concept whereby a plain- 
tiff whose own neglijBence 
contributes to his ii^uries 
is barred from recovering 
any portion of the loss 
from the negligent defen- 
dant. This doctrine has 
been rejected by most 
states as unduly harsh 
when applied to slightly 
Diligent plaintiffs, and 
has been replaced by the 
concept of comparative 
nqligence.

CBN Breaks Ground For Library 



CBN • University recently 
broke ground for an S8.9 
million library building, 
paving the way for the ad- 
dition of four new 
graduate schools to the 
existing schools of com- 
munication and 
education. 

The groundbreaking 
also launched Phase Two 
of The Christian Broad- 
casting Network's long- 
range development 
program. 

Dr. M.G. (Pat) Rober- 
tson. CBNU chancellor, 
and Dr. Richard F. Cot- 
tier, president, dug into 
the sandy Virginia Beach 
soil before a crowd of area 
dignitaries and friends to 
signal the start of con- 
struction on ihe four-year- 
old university's second 
major building, a massive, 
four-story structure to 
eventually house one 
million volumes in one of 
the most sophisticated 
library and research 
facilities in the nation. 

Meanwhile, the new 
builduig also will bouie 
new graduate schools of 
business administration. 
Biblical studies, fine arts, 
and public poHqr. 

"TUs new fadUty will 
provMc us with a 
springboard that 



ultimately will allow us to 
launch a total of about a 
dozen new schools so that 
CBN can truly be a great 
university." Dr. Cottier 
said. 

The entire university- 
its ISO students, library 
and ail-now is housed in a 
three-story Georgian 
building adjacent to 
headquarters of The 
Christian Broadcasting 
Network, sponsoring 
organization for the 
university. 

Completion of the 
library in January 1984 
will give the university 
urgently needed growing 
room, officials said. The 
building will permit CB- 
NU to expand to 1,000 
students before additional 
structures are needed, said 
Robertson. 

The schools of business 
administration and 
Biblical studies will open 
in the 82-83 academic 
year, with fine arts and 
public policy to follow. 
"The library isthe hear- 
tbeat of any great univer- 
sity." said Dr. Cottier. 
"The kmg-rante capacity 
of this new building 
sboold make it one of the 
finest graduate libraries in 
the country." 
The taUf oomputcrized 



facility will be on-line 
when the library opens 
and will have immediate 
access to the resources of 
about 2,300 other libraries 
throughout the United 
States. 

Library Director Lois 
Lehman, who came to 
CBNU from Indiana 
University where she was 
assistant director over- 
seeing Indiana University 
where she was assistant 
director overseeing In- 
diana's eight campus 
branches. said few 
libraries in the nation will 
be on a par with the new 
CBNU facility. 

''It seems appropriate 
for a university to build a 
\library first." Miss Leh- 
man said, "particularly 
for a graduate-level in- 
stitution to do so. Resear- 
ch is key to excellence in 
graduate studies." 

The new facility will of- 
fer vastly expanded 
resources, she sidd.but 
even now. the CBNU 
library is loiding to other 
institutions about three 
timet as much material as 
it is borrowing. The 
library is a member of 
Tidewater and national 
library consortiums. 

The ISS.OOO-square 
fool libtary is the second 



major university building 
of 10 or 12 anticipated 
during the next decade. 
The W.M. Jordan Co.. 
Inc., of Newport News, 
Va. is the imme contrac- 
tor. Wiley and Wilstm, 
Engineers, Ardiitects and 
Planners of Richmond 
designed the building. 

The buikUng's Georgian 
architecture is in keeping 
with the prevailing style at 
CBN University andthe 
neighboring TV network 
headquarters. The exterior 
will be brick, with dormer 
windows looking out from 
a mansard roof. The main 
floor entry portico will be 
formed by seven brick ar- 
ches, with seven ornate 
multi-story windows at the 
second-and third-floor 
balconies. 

Inside, there will be a 
large lobby, offices, 
several specialty rooms 
and book stack areas on 
the first floor. The second 
story will contain a 
chapel, an auditorium, 
large book stack areas, 
and a huge, two-story 
atrium covered by five 
barrel skyUfhts. The third 
floor is devoted mainly to 
stack areas for books. 

The fonrth-Hoor attic 
area jvUl be for the 
mechanical, dactrical, and 



devator equ^mMnt, and 
wUl be constructed suf- 
ficiently strong so that it 
also can be ^^JoJxM 
books. 

The second-floor 
auditorium, in addition to 
its primary use for univer- 
sity students, will be 
utilized for orientation of 
visitors to CBN Center.

It will have a 
capacity of (me million

The most common way 
for a teenager to die is 
^Hhea his or her car leaves 
the roadway and strikes a 
tree or utyjty pole on a 
weekend night, statistics 
show. 

No one knows how 
many future Einsteins or 
Picassos have been lost 
because someone drank 
too much at a Saturday 
night party, but it is 
known that friends and 
relatives are devastated 
when a young person dies 
in a traffic accident. 

Car crashes are by far 
the leading cause of death 
for persons IS to 24 years 
of age. Of the 48,500 l^ 
to-24-year-olds who died 
in the United states in 
1978, 19.164 died in 
motor-vehicle accidents. 
accCHTding to the Nati(»al 
Safety Councfl. 

Al LauendcMf of the 
Coaadl's Traffic Safety 
DepArtment sajrs 
"drinking, spet^ag, and 
inexperience oombine to 
make many young drivers 
unsafe drivers." 

Alcohol and drugs are a 
*1letar w half of all fatal 
motolf tekioie ao«fdaaia. 
1»it the iMarcentage in even 
holier fbr young drivers, 
he says. Involyeaaeac. in 
alcohol-related accidents 
for 18 and 19-year-olds 
stands at 42 per 100,000 
population as opposed to 
28 for the driving 
population as a whole. 

"For over 70 years our 
nation has dMlt with 
drunken drivers primarily 
on a theory of 'don't 
drink and drive,"' Lauer- 
sdorf says. "We have 
learned that is not 
enough." 

The National Safety 
Council believes that 
Illation is needed to 
improve enforcement and 
adjudication of drunk 
driving cases. 

In addition, a subcom- 
mittee of the Coundl's 
Conmiittee on Alcohol 
and Drugs urges the adop- 
tion of a legal minimum 
drinking age of 21 . Lauer- 
sdorf says the varying 
mnimiim legal drinking 
ages across the country 
encourage young (faivers 
to cross state lines to 
drink. 

Youngsters in lower 
grades should be taught 
about the problems caused 
by improper use of 
alcohol. he says. 
"Hopefully education will 



help decrease the need for 
more punitive measures in 
the future." 

Fast speed is another 
major reason for fatal car 
crashes by young drivers. 
More teenagers are 
arrested for speeding than 
for any other moving 
violation. "Speeding on 
curves," he says, "is a 
common cause of single 
vehicle accidents and of 
fatal accidents. Young 
males take greater risks 
than other drivers do." 



The National Safety 
Council says that enfor- 
cement of the 55 mph 
speed limit is oat of the 
most effective ways to 
curb traffic accidents. The 
national speed limit, 
i^ch was enacted in early 
1974, is the nation's single 
best^evice for saving lives 
aiBd Iff eventing injuries 
tsom mOtor-vebicle 
noD^ul)*. according to the 
Council. 



LauersdorlLiiys one of 
the strongest arguments 
for maintaining the 55 
mph speed Hn^ is. that 
many young pefsons 
aren't experienced in 
dz^^at faster igpeeds. 
Since 1973, more than 25 
million new drivers, many 
of them in younger age 
groups, have been licen- 
sed. 

In addition to alcohol 
and speed, inexperience is 
a cause of car accidents 
for young drivers. 

Following too closely, 
imiHt>per passing, failure 
to yield right of way, and 
driver inattention are 
errOTS teenagers frequen- 
tly make. Lauersdorf says 



one of the best ways to 
overcome these mistakes is 
by taking a comprehensive 
driver training course. 



"We believe," he says, 
"that all things being 
equal, the trained .driver 
will perform safer than 
one not so trained." The 
National Safety Council's 
goal is that every begin- 
ning driver will take a 
state-approved driver 
education course. 

A simple but highly ef- 
fective way for teenagers 
to protect themselves 
when riding in an 
automobile is to wear 
safety belu, Lauersdorf 
says. 



The National Safety 
Council estimates that one 
quarter of the adults who 
<&cd last year in motor- 
vehide crashes mig^ be 
aUve today if they had 
taken the time to sttvp on 
their tap and shoulder 
safety bdts. 

"Unfortunately," he 
says, **only one out of 10 
persons use safety belts, 
and I'm afraid that per- 
centage may be even 
snMtter for young 
diivers." 

Certainly, Lauersdorf 
says, not all young people 
are poor drivers. In fact, 
he says, some have ex- 
cellent records because of 
driver education and 
because they have quicker 
reflexes and better 
eyesight than olda per- 
sons. "We hope that 
through education and 
experience all teenagers 
can leam to drive safely 
and accident free."

"I can teach you to paint in twenty minutes " the lady 
on the phone said one day not too long ago. Right. This 
woman must be bonlcers, I thought. 

Yet the more we talked about Carmel Havemann and 
the Robert H. Garden "dirty brush" painting method, 
the more intrigued I became about the prospea (tf 
doing a story on it. Next thing I knew, the artist and her 
agent were in the Sun office teadiing me how to paint. 

"What do you want to paint?" Carmel asked. 
"Something beachy," Iresponded. "Noproblem," she 
said, and moments later we were busily slapping burnt 
sienna and other hues of oil paint upon our canvases, 
creating minature Wginia Beaches. 

Havemann will conduct paint-along workshops of the 
Garden method of painting next week at the Virginia 
Beach pavilion Wednesday, Ibursday and Friday from 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and from 7 to 10 a.m. Additicnally, 
Havemann will conduct public demonstrations of the 
revolutionary rapid technique and complete an oil 
painting in 30 minutes at Walden Bodcstore in 
Lynnhaven Mall this Friday at 7:30 p.m. Further 
information can be obtained by calling 460-4166. 

Haverman calls her method of instruction nothing 
more than^ "basic fundamentals." Believe me, it 
certainly was easy.

pulled in 22.233. 

Evans had served as common- 
wealth's attorney since 1970; Sdortino 
was with him the entire time, heading 
the Mi^ Offender's Bureau. Sdor- 
tino was tnuttferred from that pott 
early last spring for suppoaed "poor 
performance" according to Evaat. 
Sciortino charged the move was 
politically-motivated, particularly 
because the switch was made after 
Republican party backers had ap- 
proached him about running for the 
office. 

Evans repeatedly questioned Sdor- 
tino's credentials throughout the race, 
saying Sdortino "has tendencies to in- 
sult judges, both in circuit and lower 
courts." Evans added that Sdortino's 
legal "ability is limited." Evans said 
Sdortino had misrepresented the num- 
ber of cases he actually tried in order to 
lend credence to his self-laUed nick- 
name, "the street-fweeper," a title at 
which Evans laughed. 

The race was one of the more expen- 
sive in beach history, with Sdortino 
having spent more tluun *30,000 on the 
effort and Evans sheOing out more than 
*24.000. During the campaign's final 
week. Evans launched an investigation 
into Sdortino's personal finances "to 
make sure there were no misap- 
propriatiom." Sdortino said that act 
demonstrated to the voters Evans 
"wasn't playing by the rules," and he 
suggested it nwy have cost Evans the 
election.

"Tough but fair" - that is how Sdor- 
tino describes himself in his role in the

time offenders. He has a reputation 
among rival attorneys as unyidding in 
plea bargaining negotiatioiu. "When 
one person jeopardizes the life of 
another, in those type of cases that per- 
son ott^ to go to the penitentiary 
whether it is the first ofldae or not," 
Sdortino nyi. 

The tough guy image did not always 
precede Sdortino. Once upon a time, 
he was In private pnctioe on Long 
Island where he "became a target for 
lob stories." Sttbwqoently, Sciortino 
pcrforaied many fkee kgal services and 
made Bttk money. He gave up law 
practice to join the FBI as a spedal 
•gent firom 1961 through 1967. He 
•gaia went into private practice, this 
time in Virginia Beach, but again, 
became disenchanted with the ad- 
ministrative headaches. Wanting to be 
a trial lawyer, Sciortino went to work 
for Evans and the commonwealth's at- 
torney's office in 1970 on a part-time 
basis. In 1973, Sdortino persuaded 
Evans that the dty's prosecutors 
needed to work fkiU-time. and sooa 
thereafter, the Virginia General 
Assembly passed a statute which 
required full-time employment for 
prosecttton. 

Another Sdortino innovation is the 
rotation of the dty's 12 prosecutors, 
himself included, throughout the cir- 
cuit, general district and juvenile and 
domestic courts, a change he im- 
piemented after the election. 'It aQ has 
to do with icadenhip." Sdortino ex- 
plains. "And the bat form of leader- 
ship is dirott^ example. For yean, 
they used juvenile court as a training 
ground for inexperienced kwyers. If I 
took all the glamorous murder trials 
myself, that wouldn't leave anything to 
give to my other prosecutors. It's also 
kind of an ego thing.

Sciortino and his abilities better 
than those who work with and 
oppose hun in the courtroom. 
Last week, the Virginia Beach 
Sim conducted a random sam- 
pling of some of the area's 
leading legal experts and asked 
them to assess the Virginia 
Beach prosecutor. Here is what 
they had to say:

Attorney: "Paul does enjoy an 
excellent reputation among 
lawyers as a trial attorney. He's 
a very likeable person. I'm sure 
his background in the F.B.I, has 
been voy helpful and enabled 
him to gain the respect and con- 
fidence of police officeb at the 
beach. Virginia Beach b for- 
tunate to have Paul as com- 
monwealth's attorney. He's 
done a good job. 

Chris Cferiftie, partacr, 
Decksr «si GhrMe, ailoiacfs at 
Imr, of Norfolk: "He's very 
fiesty, he never plays dead, and 
he's sometinies very difficuh to 
deal with as far as the defense is 
concerned. In my estimation, 
the vast majority of our citizen's 
want a commonwealth's attor- 
ney to be tough with criminals, 
particularly those who commit 
vicdent crimes, so Paul is really 
serving his constituency wdl. 

"I've had to do plea bargains 
with Patil and he has been 
tough. I don't think a 
prosecutor's success rate in- 
dicates any great ability because 
97 percent of the pec^le he's 
prosecuting are probably guilty. 
He has a good staff, and I like 
that Paul is out there trying 
cases. Compared to other com- 
monwealth's attorneys, Paul 
rates well, but the proof is in the 
pudding. He hasn't been there 
very long. Let's assess him after 
a few more years.

tonwy: "I remember when Paul 
and I attended a conf eroice at 
Hilton Head, S. C. and we were 
in a small group together.

Among the topics he 
discussed was community 
cohesiveness, or 
sometimes because the city 
is only 20 years young, the 
lack there of. 

"Virginia Beach is like 
many communities that 
are growing rapidly and 
seeking direction," 
Muehlenbeck said. 
"There is much discussion 
and negotiation which 
reflects" that various 
groups in the dty are also 
looking for direction.That 



is not uncommon for a 
commimity of this type. 
There are a lot of groups 
providing imput through 
informal and formal 
processes and that is 
healthy." 

What is the key to 
making the best use of this 
imput? 

"Keeping channels of 
communication open," 
Muhelnbeck answers, 
"and making sure the 
community concerns are 
listened to and provided 
for. I will assist City 
Council in interpreting 
these concerns. Council 
wiU take the leading, or 
cutting edge in getting the 
things done. I will provide 
professional guidance." 

Chamber officials who 
attended the breakfast in- 
dicate that Muhlenbeck 
has a very good feel for 



the Virginia Beach com- 
munity. 

"He has a definite fedT 
about Virginia Beach's 
need for community 
unity," one official said, 
"and the need for the dif- 
ferent factions in the 
community to work 
together, emphasizing 
recreation, a high quality 
of life, climate and a good 
school system. He knows 
Virignia Beach has much 
to offer."

Sciortino Strives For Justice 
And First Time Convictidns

guys ire given murder cases, it boosts 
thdr egos. Besides, by rotating to each 
of the courU, it gives me an oiqx>r- 
tunity to see what's going on there. If I 
dtn't ever do any wtvk in juvenile 
court, it would be much more difficult 
toiq>preciate the problems there. 

"Fot the commmiwealth's attorney 
to be effective," Sciortino says," he 
anist be aUe to rdate to the courts, the 
officers and the public. He has to be 
visabie and be has to be acoessiUe." 
Part of being effective. Sciortino 
. jays, is enjoyidlt your work. Sciortino 
says he thrives on it. "There is nothing 
like a murder trial. The satisfaction 
ccnnes when you see the results of all 
the hard work. 

Murder cases and other crimes of 
vioknce routindy take a year or more. 
yet Sciortino says the wait is worth- 
irfiile. "When it is finally over and 
you've convicted that crhninal. and 
you tee the look in the victim's eyes, a 
kMk of idief, of thanks, that is when it 

aU pays off." 

Occasionally, Sciortino does not 
win. How does that fed? "Miserable/' 
he concedes. "I've had a few cases 
v^Mre I was oravinoed I had imyven the 



mind. I don't prosecute anyone unless 
I'm sure I've got a case. But there's 
beoi a few times when for some reason 
the courts dismissed the case. In those 
instances, I figured I'd done the best I 
could and the defendant just had the 
grace of God." 

Sciortino strives for first-time con- 
victions and harsh sentences because he 
bdieves they are the best methods for 
Tp ytitajning ordcT and justloe. "I'm a 
firm believer that there is a child inside 
of an of us," he says, "and you can't 
discipline children without punish- 
ment. If you ccHnmit a grievous ctime, 
the puhidiment which is exacted must 
equal the severity of the crime." 

Sciortino lists a number of offenses 
he considers so serious in nature that 
prison pentences ought to be man- 
datory, including murda, arson, rape, 
malicious assault and drtmk driving. 

"I don't have any sympathy for a 
guy who gets caught driving while in- 
toxicated," Sciortino says. "On a 
humanitarian levd. I do sympathize 
for him if he killed somd>ody because 
he has to live with that knowledge the 
test of his Ufe. He stiU ought to be con- 
victed, do some jail thne and maybe get 
his license suqiended." Sdortino ad- 
ded the ASAP program u imM tm.effec- 



tive deterrent to drunk driving. 
Ovcfloaded Dockets 

Another aspect of Virginia Beach's 
criminal justice system with which 
Sciortino is dissatisfied is the over- 
loaded docket of pending cases. 
Currently, there are 1^456 cases 
awaiting trial, 720 in circuit court, SOO 
in general dbtrict court and 236 in 
juvenile and domestic court. While 215 
ca ses were dosed m May, another 313 
were opening, placing additional strain 
on the dty's six judges. Moreover. 
Sdortino says delays in expediting 
criminal procedure defeats the purpose 
of the system because those convicted 
may not be able to relate the sentence 
with the crime. "It is very difficult for 
someone to commit a crime and 14 
months later go to jail." he says. 

Sciortino added that Virginia Beadi 
has a "very good court system," but 
many of the problems result from ac- 
tions of deflmse attorneys. "They are 
always ci iH"»g for continuances whidi I 
fed are unnecessary," he says. "I 
don't know too many guys in defense 
work who re p r esent innocent clients 
anyhow, so I do not understand the 
need for the continuances. All they do 
is creat^»J|)ppk^w ia the couitt.^', 



Peter Legler. the city's public defen- 
der, squarely places the blame for 
slow-ups in thelegal system with Sdor- 
tino. "Paul needs to be more flexible 
when bargaining with crimes of 
property." L^ler said. "By refusing 
to drop some charges, he is slowing 
everything up. What is the point of in- 
sisting upon eight convictions when 
four woukl do the job? In dther case, 
the defendant winds up in jail, a- con- 
victed felon with no dvil rights. 
h4egotiations are important in law 
procedures, and the way he is 
operating now. it does not seem to be 
efficient." 



To Sdortino. however, the final 
measuring stick of effidency is his 
conviction rate, a figure he says hovers 
around the 97 po'cent mark. High suc- 
cess in this area is fundamental, Scior- 
tino says, because crime is only going 
to get worse. "We are faced with a 
situation of a continual rise in crinfe 
annually; it is going up 10 percent 
every year," he said. "The people are 
constantly complaining about it, so it is 
1^ to somebody to do something."

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FeddersO/N.J. 
Takes The Blame

Under terms of an agreement reached last month 
with the state attorney general's office, a New 
Jersey-based air conditioner and heat pump manufac- 
turer has agreed to make repairs to or finaflcially 
reimburse home owners for faulty units sold inJ^^inia 
Beach between January 1, 1976 and DecemMV 31, 
1980. All claims must be made by July IS. 

"After that," says Virginia Beach Consumer AfEalrs 
officer John Jupin, "owners are going to be out of 
luck." 

Fedders Corporation, maker of Fedders, Airtemp 
and Qimatrol air conditioners and heat pumps, has 
assented to an "Assurance of Voluntary Compliance" 
with Attorney General Gerald R. Balilies. The 
settlement was reached following more than 40 
complaints to the city's consumer affoirs division from 
dissatisfied beach owners of Fedders units. Further 
investigation by Jupin's (rfiice unearthed an additional 
200 disgruntled local owners, and led to the out-of-court 
settlement. The company agreed to repair, replace or 
provide reimbursement for 40,000 units in the state. 

"I'm not satisfied with the Fedders product," says 
Marion Bashford, owner of five of the company's 
models. Bashford, who, along with her husband, owns 
and operates Hope Haven, ^Virginia Beach refuge for 
orphans, adds that she "would never recommend a 
Fedders air conditi«ier to anyone. Not only does it 
break down too often, even when it is working it does 
not cool a room sufficiently. When I've got six people 
in a room, and the Fedders is going full blast, it is still 
sweltering in the room." 

According to Jupin, Brashford and other owners of 
the units have a number of options open to them, 
depending upon individual circumstances. Generally, 
if one owns a Fedders model, files a written claim by 
July IS, and his unit has experienced at leaist one 
Eailure of a component of the hermetic system during 
the original five-year limited warranty period, he is 
eligible for restitution. 

First, the unit in questioo must be hermetic in 
nature. Official provisions from the attorney general's 
office define such a system as consisting of "the 
compressor, evaporator coil, ccndensor coil, accum- 
ulator, reversing valve, inter-connecting tubing, loBs-of 
pressure control, high-pressure oontrci, and service 
valves. "No other type of unit is subject to the 
agreement. 

Second, there are four situations under which one 
can gain relief: non-fimctianing units, ftmctioning 
units, replaced units, and reimbursement for repair 
expenses. 

Fedders will repair non-functioning units at no cost to 
the owner and do "whatever is necessary to prevent 
further failure" according to the attorney general's 
office. Repair is dependent upon owners assuming 
responsibilities to correct installation deficiencies or 
equipment mis-matches, however. Should either of 
these circumstances occur, the munubcturer must give 
written notice why such corrections must be made. 
After all work to non-ftmctioning units is completed, 
Fedders will issue a one-year limited warranty 
beginning on the date the unit is repaired. 

For functioning units, Fedders will issue a one-year 
Umited warranty beginning May 7, 1982, the day when 
the agreement with the state was reached. 

If an owner replaced his unit before May 7, Fedders 
will pay him a pro rata refimd, based upon the original 
purchase price of the unit including installation. For 
instance, if a unit was replaced in 1976. Fedders will 
reimburse the owner SO percent of the original 
purchase price. For each subsequent year, Fedders 
wiU pay an additional 10 percent 6f the purchase cost. 
If replacement occured in 1980, for example. Fedders is

obligated to refund 90 percent of the owner's cost. 

Owners may be reimbursed for repair expenses they 
absorbed as well. If an owner's unit had two or more 
failures during the original five-year warranty period, 
Fedders will reimburse him for costs of repairs made 
inior to May 7, provided payment for such repairs was 
made on or before that day. An owner can, however, 
receive reimbursement if he had originally agreed to 
pay, but the biU came after May 7, provided repairs 
were performed within 30 days of the receipt oftlie bill. 

Jupin strongly suggests customers maintain all 
records of transactioos, and provide photo-copies «dien 
filing daims. Service receipts and cancelled cbecla are 
considered adequate documentation of expenses, he 
said.

McClanan Pleads 

For Separation Of Powers 



As any fourth-grade schoolbay knows, all govern- 
ments are divided into three parts - the execu- 
tive, the legislative and the judicial. But do the judges 
know that? ^ „ 

If they don't, Virginia Beach Counolwoman Reba 
McOanan thinks that it's time that they did. 

At Monday afternoon's OouncU meeting she said that 
a subject "near and dear to my heart" is the 
"separatian <rf powers of government. I dont 
particularly care for the judges who are part of the 
judicial, telling ua what we (the legislative branch) 
should or should not be doing." ^ ^ u ^ 

The judges of the Oenend Dtatnct Court had 
leqiiested that polke officers obtain the assfattnce fo 
the dty attoniey'i office in the piwecBtion of drinkmg 

under the fafluettoe (DUD, hit and run and other 
offenses whkh hi the put have been presented m Uie 
courts by police olBcers. A new dfrective allows poHce 
officers to give direct testimany and elimlnttes the 
onctke of having pottoe officers quettiaa witnesses or 



defendants. TTie Qty Attorney's Office is needed to 
make siu-e these types of cases are preperly presented. 

At the request of the Qty Attorney, Qty Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck asked for additional «taff to 
handle the new responsibility. Based on the workload 
two additional attorneys have requested for Fiscal Year 
1983. 

There's the rub. The dty would have to foot the biU. 

If judges all over the state are making similar 
requests , McClanansaid, they should go to the State f, r 
the money. She also wanted to know whether the 
request stems from a "bureaucratic hustly," and said, 
"kan't vote for it. Sfakoe Fve been oo Council," she 
said, the judges seem to want a lot and seem to feel 
we'll grant it." 

CoundHnan W. R Kitchin ffl said he was "curious 
about when the dfaective came about and what 
badtground we've done." 

Modiknbeck said that he tried to address the 
request and Qty Attorney Dale Bimson came up with 



the cost. The workload includes six to eight DUI and hit 
and run cases per day as well as arrests for reckless 
driving, license revocation, commerical vice, and drunk 
and disorderly offenses which may require the 
assistance of attorneys in presecution.

Navy Neighbors Called 'World's finest' 



At an infbnnal sessifln Qlt^QKoafl Monday afternoon, 
Obemdorf said that a Southeastern >%ginia Phuming 
District Committee study in June 1981 shows that with 
the Navy buildup ii^ the area, 48,000 new people are 
expected her within the next ten years, including, not 
only nbdp personnel, but support personnel and 
famOiet. She said that the Federal government should 
be encouraged to distrubute the personnel throughout 
the community. 

Another study, the Analysis and Forecast of 

Southeastern Wginia Housing of January 1982 shows 

that rental vacancies are below two percent. She said 

that at the same time builders indicate that credite 

rates are so high they cannot afford to build. 

Former City Manager George L. Hanbury wrote a 
letter to U.S. Rep. William Whitehurst last fidl about 
the proUem and an ad hoc committee was formed to 
make proposals to the Federal Government. 

Obemdorf said the committee has proposed that the 
Navy, instead of purchasing land and building its own 
homes, thereby taking property off the market, lease 
inrivate homes from developiers on 2S-year leases rather 
than a one-year lease and include multi-fiamOy as well 
as singly-ftmily dwellings. The property wouki remain 
on the tax roils ot help pay for city services sudi as fire, 
police and schools, she said. 

The average per unit cost of Navy housing is now 
$S1S including utilities, maintenance and operation. 
Ibe committee suggested an average monthly rate aS 
$500 not induding utilities, maintenance and operation 
with a ceiling <rf $800 a month. -

Sometime within the next year there is going to be a 
significant event occurring at the Virginia Beach branch 
libraries - they arc going to be changing their names. 
Oh yes. the libraries will stUl be called Bayside, Great 
Neck. Kemps ville, Windsor Woods and Oceanfront. 
but the term "branch library" will be dropped and they 
wiU henceforth be known as "area libraries." 
Although this may seem like an important bit of name 
saying, this change is actually an important step in 
implementing the "Virginia Beach libraries Capital 



Development Plan 1982." 

Hiis plan, which w»b qiprowed in April by the 
Library Board, outlines the philoBaphy behind future 
library construction in the city. The core concept of the 
plan in the development of a new 90,000 square foot 
central library supporting and anchoring a system of 
smaller libraries serving specific geograpMc areas 
within Virginia Beach. The first step has already been 
taken by dty councU's recent approval to purdiase the 
central library site. Hie next step will be to redesignate 
"branch libraries" as "area libraries." 

As described in the "Capital Development Plan," 
the central library will be the principal public library 
facility in the dty. While it will respond to the unique 
needs of its immediate geographic area, it will also 
provide access to a collection of materials designed to 
meet the needs of the specialized researcher. In 
addition, it will serve as a resource for the area 
libraries. Being, in effea, a backup fior their smaller 
collections. As such, the central Ubrary will be the 
anchor erf an extensive dty-wide library service delivery 
system. 

This does not mean that library <rfficials plan to 
weaken the capablilities and resources of the area 
libraries. These fiacilities will continue to function as 



the first line of fibrary service delivery throughout the 
dty. Tliey wiD continue to circulate a relatively large 
adult and children's materials coUectioa. iMrovide 
general reference services, make available current 
periodicals and newspapers and sponsor an ongoing 
program series. All of which is designed to meet the 
unique needs of the residents of each library's service 
area. 

Hopefully, it is now ^>panwt why the name change 
fi-om "branch library" to "area library" is not just an 
exercise in word playing. Even though the \%giiiia 
Beach Public Library strongly advocates the cons- 
truction of a central library, it does not plan to weaken 
the high quality of service presently provided at its 
current branches. By using the term "area library" in 
place of "branch library" the library system hopes to 
demonstrate its dedication to quality service at the 
regional or area level. It does not intent that its area 
libraries become mere brandies <rf a megafithic main 
library, providing only minimun^ service. Mstead, 
Virginia Beach dtizens will have the best of aU possible 
worlds with a large, comprehensive central library 
supporting strong, dynamic area libraries closely 
identified with and responding to the unique needs ot 
>%ginia Beach.

innocents who rose to the bait. A "bona fide" offer of a 
genuine, steel-engraved portrait of General Grant for 25 
cents turned out, on recdpt, to be a one-cent stamp. But 
these frauds were minor compared to the concoctions of 
alcohol compounds or opium derivatives sold to a 
trusting public as cure-alls "for man or beast." And then 
there were the guileless investors in land or stock 
promotions who seldom received even so much as a 
needle or a one-penny stamp for thdr money . 

Honest businessme'»,therefore advertised cautiously, if 
at all ' fearful lest the public lump them with promoters of 
patent medidnes. oil stocks, gold mines and land 
speculation. 

In 1872 Congress voted "Fraud Order" powers to the 
U.S. Postmaster General, enabling postal inspectors to 
go after the mail swindlers. This move, however, had 
little impact on advertising. Mail-order commerce was in 
danger of foundering on the shoab of dishonesty and 
mistrust.

Then, in 1909, one Samuel C. Dobbs, sales manager of 
a nationally known corporation and later president of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the World, launched a 
crusade for honesty in advertising. By 1911 the crusade 
was making strides. John Irving Romer. publisher of 
Printmrs Ink , persuaded a lawyer friend of his to draw up a 
model statute to deal with sharp practices, fraud and 
deception in advertising. Known as the "Printers Ink 
Sutute," the law in one form or another has since been 
adopted by most states. It makes dishonest advertising 
illegal. ^^ 

In that same year the Advertising Men's League of New 
York formed a "vigilance committee" to Tight 
dishonesty in advertising. In 1912 the organization 
branched out mto a National Vigilance Committee. 
Within a year most big dties had estabUihed such 
committees. 

Many peopk wonder how the Better Business Bureau 
got its name. As vigilance committees formed and 
reformed, local groups tested various names. The name 
"Better Business Bureau" was among tliem. and it 
caught <m rapidly. Within a decade it came into universal 
use and tome tentative moves were made toward a 
federatioa of the vigaance committees and the Better 
Busineis Bureaus. That federation is known today as the 
Council of Bcttw Businen Bureaus. 

The BBB movement became intemationalln 1928 with 
tile founding of the first Chnadian Bureau; they number 
fourteen today. Later. Israel and Venecuela eitaUiihed 
Better Bwiness Bureaus. 

Overthe ifara tlie Better BiuiiMas Buieaui liave futied 
for themselves a wdl-camed rqwtation, not only 

tltfoufhout the United States but around the world, for 
tlM protection of the consumer in inittating and 
m a hit aii rin g ethical standards in advertiring and sdMng 
practicca and for the encouragement of sdr-r^ulation in 
thefaisincsi community.

Virginia Beach patients often ask 
me "since I'm going to have to lose my 
teeth sooner or later any way, why 
don't I just go ahead and puO them 
now and get some dentures?" 

Firstof aU, if youareUkemostof my 
patients, there is absolutely no reason 
for you to have to lose your teeth. 
Most people seem to think of tooth 
loss as beiiog a part of growing older, 
but nothing could be farther from the 
truth. After all, you surely don't 
expect to go blind or deaf or to lose an 
arm or leg as a result of growing older. 
Then why should you expect to lose 
your teeth? The answer is a resounding 
"you should not!!" Your teeth, like 
your eyes and ears were designed to 
last a lifetime, and are only lost 
through lack of care. 

Secondly, if you knew the 
difnculties people face with dentures, 
I'm sure you'd rather keep your own. 
Did you know that if your dentist 
made a set of dentures for you, and if 
they were the best dentures it was 
possible for anyone to make for you at 
that time, that you would only be able 
to function (eat with them) at less than 
ISft the efflciency you had with your 
own natural teeth? Well it's true. With 
dentures you can't begin to eat as well 
as with natural teeth.

Canine Heatstroke 
Can Be A Problem

Canine heatstroke is a proUem too often seen in 
veterinary hospitals during the hot sununer mmiths. 
Affected animals usually have been confined to a car or 
other enclosure without proper shade and ventilation or 
have undergone excessive exercise. There are several signs 
one must look for if he or she suspects heatstroke. 

The first of these is a rise in body temperature preceded 
by excessive panting. A Dog's mtijor means of perspiring 
is through panting. It is wise for the pM owner to keep in 
the house a thermometer. If one suspects heatstroke, 
rectally take the temperature by leaving it in the rectum 
for 2 minutes. The normal temperature for a dog and cat 
is 101* or 102*. With heatstroke one ncmnally sees a 
temperature of 106* and higher. Cats, originally form 
desert climates can tolerate higher temperatures, never 
the less they help cool themsdves by spreadiiag saliva over 
their hair to improve heat loss. However if stressed by the 
heat a cat will begin to pant also. Other signs include 
increased pulse, warm dry skin, vomiting, anxious 
expression, stupor.and lack of req)ofue to commands. 

With heatstroke one must reduce the body 
termperature rapidly by immersing the anhnal in cool 
water , applying ioe packs to the head and neck or running 
water over the dog with a garden bote. It is important to 
mcmitor the temperature closely and not reduce it below 
103* or it will continue to faO bdow normal. A dog can 
tolerate temperature of 106* for only a few minutes 
befwe permanent brain damage occurs. Once you have 
reduced the temperature, call xotff>eterinarian 
immediately. x 

Canine heatstroke is a very s^ous problem in a^hot 
humid climate such as Tidemter. There are several 
precautions one can take to pramit this from occurring. 
Never leave a dog in an imventilated enclosure. When 
outdoors, some type of shade and fresh water should be 
availible at all times and avoid excessive exercise in the 
heat of the day. 
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Spring Planting 
Means 'Chores'

With Spring planting and more outdoor chores conring 
fast upon many Virginia Beach residenU I would like to 
pass on a few words of wisdom (desfnte my young age) 
about cuts and scratches . 

I know very few people in this area who don't earn their 
livelihood through the use of their hands. Despite the 
importance of these instumenu of work. I am surprised at 
the lack of respect given to them when fingers or other 
parts are cut and scratched with dirty tools or building 
supplies. I have lost count as far as numbers of 
hardworking outdoorsmen laid up in the hospital because 
their woulds "festered up" or "got red streaks going up 
the arm." Being in the hospital means no work and no 
income. 

Such problems as this can be avoided to a great degree 
by attending to the injury shorty after it occurs. When it 
appears deqi enough to have stitdies have the medkal 
people look at it. 

If it doesn't need any stitches a good cleansing and a 
tetanus itioc in the arm means your staying ahead of the 
game. If the cut or scratch is superficial dean it with 
hydrogen peroxide and keep it covered with <hy dressing 
unto it heals. When you see swelling, redness or have 

pains and warmth at the wound (OPPSI) it's too late and 
is probably infected. Have it taken caie of as soon as 

possible before you wind up in that hospital bed I 
TUB may all sound like sinq^ stuff but judging by the 
nmalme^m!^ to treat in the hospital for this 
proolem it's good advise. Take Carel 



Dogs' 
Killer

Canine Parvoirus is a 
highly contagious 
intestinal disease 
diaracterized by vomiting 
and diarrhea (both 
sometimes sever and 
bloody). a high 
temperature and rapid 
dehydration. Onset of 
symptCMns is sudden but 
usually preceded by the 
dog acthig sluggish and 
indifferent and having a 
loss (rf i^ypetitie for a day 
ortwo. 

The disease is not 
considered a threat to 
other spedes of animab or 
people. 

At the first sign of 
symptoms it is imperative 
to the dog's r ecov e r y that 
immediate veterinary 
treatmeot be carried out. 

The virus is spread 
primarily tliroagh contact 
with the fieoes and vomitus 
of an infected dog. It also 
can be carried on tihe sUn. 
clothing and shoes of 
peo|rie. Antibiotics have 
no effect on viruses. 
Parvovirus is resistant to 
most detergents and 
alcoh<ri and can withstand 
freezing and high 
tem p er at ures. The virus is 
rapidly destroyed, 
however, by a chlorine 
solution, sudt as Clorox, 
diluted with water to a 1 :30 
sohition or I oz. of Clorox 
to 30 oz. of water. This 
cleaning sohition is not for 
internal consumpti<m and 
is not recommended for 
contact with the skin. 

Stqx to protect your 
dog: 

A vaodne for parvovirus 
is available to your 
veterinarian which will 
protect your dog after an 
initial series of 
vaccinations and 
subsequent vaccinations 
thereafter should start at 8 
weeks. 

Minimize contact with 
other dogs, espedaUy their 
feces. This is particularly 
important where groiqM of 
dogs are assemMed. If you 
have been oqxMed to dogs 
(especially in a "risk" 
situation) change clothes 
and dean your shoes with a 
chlorine solution before 
contact with your own pet. 

The incubation period 
for parvovinis is three to 
twelvedays. 

Sedc immediate veterinary 
attention at the flrst 
indication that your d(W is 
iU. 

This relatively sew 
disease doesn't warrant 
our fear Imt it does deserve 
our respect.

The Ins And Outs Of Anthroscopy

Arthroscopy is the visualization 
inside a joint using an arthroscope. An 
arthroscope is a surgical instrument 
which acts as a telescope. It has a lens 
at one end and a flberoptic light cable 
going through the scope which is used 
toiUuminate the inside of the joint . 

The arthroscope has a sheath 
surrounding it which allows either the 
flow of fluid into or out of the joint, 
which helps in the visualization of the 
interior of the joint. An arthroscope is 
used by a trained physician for 
diagnostic and for surgical 
procedures. 

OriginaUy. the arthroscope was just 
used for diagnostic evaluation of the 
inside of the joint; most commonly 
used for the knee joint^ but mott 
recently being used for other joints, 
including the shoulder, elbow and 
ankle. With the revolutionary advance 
of specialized surgical equippcnt, 
surgery utilizing very 'small 
instruments is now possible using the 
arthroscope to visualize what is wrong 
inside the joint. Small instruments are 
used to try to remove abnormal tissue 
mdi at: a torn portion of meniscus, 
\whicfa is the cvtilaie witUn the joint, 
booey or caitila«enous kxiae bodies 
within the joint, or actual foreign 



bodies, such as a broken off needle or a 
bullet. 

Diagnostic or surgical Arthroscopy 
is a surgical procedure that may be 
offered to you by your orthopedic 
surgeon once he has evaluated tbe, 
problem that you are having with your 
joint. The procedure is usually done in 
the operating room under some form 
of anesthesia, most often general 
anesthesia. Diagnostic Arthroscopy 
can often be done as an out-patient, 
with the patient being able to go home 
the same day that he has the procedure 
done. Surgical Arthroscopy can 
sometimes be done as an out-patient, 
dqiending on what type of surgery is 
needed. The following technique is 
used for Arthroscopy in the operating 
room. 

A tourniquet is used to stop the flow 
of blood to the operative site during 
the surgical procedure. Often a thigh 
immobilizer is used which helps the 
surgeon to manipulate the knee or 
joint involved so that good 
visualization of the inside of the joint 
can be obtained. This is accomplished 
under anesthesia so it is not pahiful to 
the patient. 

The joint is inftued with sterile 
saKne, therdiy expanding the joint 
caprak and aUowing more space for 



the arthroscope in order to visualize 
the interior of the joint. 

the Arthroscope is an instrument 
aboutthesizeof aballpointpen, that is 
Snrnis or less. It is inserted into the 
joint involved through a small skin 
incision approximately 1/3" or less in 
length. With the light running through 
the arthroscope, the inside of the joint 
can be well visualized. Often several 
puncture incisions will be used in order 
to allow use of a probe or surgical 
instrument for further diagnosing and 
surgically treating problons within the 
joint. 

Saline is inserted into the joint 
involved with a special needle that is 
placed inside the joint. Also saline can 
be removed from the joint by vacuum 
through the arthroscope or other 
surgical instrument. Oftentimes, for 
surgical procedures, an electronic 
shaver is used to remove abnormal 
tissue found within the joint. Other 
surreal instruments include special 
scissors and biting instruments for 
removal of abnormal tissue. 

At the end of the procedure, all of 
the fluid within the joint is removed. 
Oftentimes, a local anesthetic can be 
used it the end of the procedure to hdp 
decrease the immwtiatft post-curgical 



pain. ^ 

The advantages of these techniques 
are: 

More accurate diagnoses of the 
problem and less painful surgical 
means of taking care of the problem . 

Not all problems within the knee can 
be solved by Arthroscopy or 
arthroscopic surgery. Your 
Orthopedic Surgeon should be able to 
evaluate this and advise you whether 
this type of surgery would be useful for 
you. The biggest advantage of this type 
of surgery for the patient is that it is 
less painful, the rehabilitation 
following surgery is ofter faster than 
previous types of surgery for similar 
problems of the joint, the hospital stay 
is usually much less and thereby, 
hospital bills are often less than they 
would be for other types of knee 
surgery. 

The disadvantages of this type of 
surgery are: 

The equipment is expensive, the 
surgery is technically very demanding, 
and not all surgery is possible by these 
techniques. However, it is good to 
have these advanced techniques 
available to aid the surgeon in 
dioosing proper treatment for his 
patients.

Q. I'm determined to do some canning this year, but 
I've never done it, and I just know I'm going to het into 
all kinds of messes. Who is the expert on canning? 

A. All this summer Virginia Cooperative Extension 
Service is manning a Food Preservation Hotline for 
Tidewater residents. Anyone with a question about 
food preserving either canning or freezing, can get an 
answer by calling 427-4511 Monday through Friday 8 
a.m.- 6 p.m. 

Q. I processed green beans in a boiling water bath 
about a week ago. My neighbor told me that I should 
have used a pressure caimer. Would it be all right to 
reprocess the beans today useing a pressure canner? 

A. No! More than 24 hours have gone by since the 
beans were processed in a bailing water bath, there's a 
good chance that they have already started to spoil. 
Throw them out. They could be dugeroorl 

Q. Can my microwave oven be used for canning? 

A. Home cauung of foods In the microwave oven is 
not recommended. For canning to be safe, the water 
bath method for acid foods lilce tomatoes and the 
pressure canner method for low-acid foods like beui 
are the only ways recommended. 

Q. Why is Mquid sometimes lost from jon during 
proooMing? 

A. Loss of liquid may be due to: 



• Packing jars to full. If liquid boils out of the jars 
duriag processing, a siphoning aaion is started. 

• Lowering pressure too suddenly. When processing 
is up, remove canner from heat and let stand until 
pressure is zero. IX) not try to rush the cooling by 
running cold water over the canner or by repeated- 
ly nudging the pressure regulator or weight gauge.

On Newtown 
Scheduled 



Plans for a proposed 
improvement project on 
Newtown Road in Norfolk 
and Virginia Beach will be 
discussed at a public hear- 
ing at 7 p.m. oo Tuesday 
June 29 in the Newtown 
Road Elementary School 
Cafetorium at 900 New- 
town Road in Virginia 
Beach. 

jn announcing the hear- 
ing, the Department of 
tfighways and Transpor- 
tation also said that repre- 
sentatives of the depart- 
ment will be at the school 
from 4:30 p.m. until 6:30 
p.m. on the day of the 
public hearing for infor- 
mal discussions. They 
will have maps, drawings, 
and environmental study 
report, and other infor- 
mation available for re- 
view by interested per- 
sons. 

Involved in the pro- 
posed projea is the 0.4-of- 
a-Qiile seaion of Newtown 
Road beginning with its 
mtersection with Virginia 
Beach Boulevard (US 
Route 58} and proceeding 
northeasterly to a point 
about 0.1-of-a-mile north 
of Baker Road. This 
section of Newtown Road 
carries the highest traffic 
volumes on the facility 
and often is heavily con- 
gested. 

Plans call for widening 
the road along its existing 
location within the limits 
of the proposed iHc^ct. 

It would be widened to 
include five 11 -foot-wide 
traffic lanes . There would 
be two lanes for through 
traffic lanes. There would 
be two lanes for throught 
traffic in each direction, 
with the center lane being 
used for left turns. 

Presently, many vehi- 
cles moving south on 
Newtown Road make 
left turns to go east onto 
Virginia Beach Boulevard. 
At this point, the center 
left-turn lane would be 
reserved for this traffic. It 



would be separated from 
the main facility by a 
350-foot-raised median, 
four feet wide. Left turns 
by northbound vehicles 
would not be allowed 
here. 

Curb and gutter would 
be constructed on each 
side of the road. On the 
west side, which lies with- 
in Norfolk, a five-foot- 
wide sidewalk would be 
constructed adjacent to 
the curb. On the east, or 
Virginia Beadi side, a 
four-foot-wide sidewalk 
would be built, reserving 
space for utilities. ' 

Also, on the east side, 
all of which is in yirginia 
Beach, a combihation 
sidewalk-bikeway would 
be provided. 

City councils of both 
Virginia Beach and Nor- 
folk have requested the 
proposed improvements. 

The nearly one-half- 
mile long project is ex- 
pected to cost SI. 3 mfl- 
lion. It would be financed 
by 75 per cent federal and 
20 per cent state funds, 
with the balance being 
paid by the two cities. 

For those who desire 
more information, draw- 
ings, an environmental 
study, maps and other in- 
formation are available for 
review in the offices of the 
directors of public utilities 
of Norfolk and Virginia 
Beach, in the residency 
office of the Department 
of Highways and Trans- 
portation at the intersec- 
tion of US Route 13 (Mili- 
tary Ifighway) and VA 168 
in Chesapeake, and at the 
department's district of- 
fice at 1700 Main Street in 
Norfolk.

Takes A Lot Of Dedication

Mr. Ned Cheely. Aitijtant to the Administrator of 
reocatkM for Athietka, talked with me about die 
behind the tcciMe action that takes place before the 
men, wooBcn, and children ^^ up to Ut that first pitch. 

One boomlnt branch of the Virginia Beach 
Recreatioa is the aduh softbaU. 

"We stalled in 1966 with only 30 teams total, eight 
were church teams," Cheely said. "We now have grown 
to 400 total, this inchides dhriskms of nnqor, irndtad. 
unlimited, woman and 39 church teams." There are ap- 
proxinutdy 23 lighted Adds used five nights a week. 
Four games a night are played on each field from 6:30 to 
11:30 p.m. 

Some changes had to be made over the years hi order 
that more teams could fHay. The resulting changes were 
after five innings with a 13 run lead, the game is ter- 
mtnaled. No more three strikes and you're out. It's two 
strikes and you're out, three baUs and you walk. This 
speeds up the game and the one hour Umit per game is 
trickly abided by. 

The fee to participate in the league is 100 dollars and 
if your teams wana to play, you had better sign up Mriy 
or you will be among many on a waiting Ust. Chedy 
said. "We do oar bait to see that as many teams can 
play as possible and many on the waiting list arc 
called." Tliere's an average of IS members on a team 
with 400 teams, that's idiout 6.000 playing city spon- 
sored Softball. Can you imagine the chain of calk made 
when the Recreation Department calls the coaches and

Red Wing, and the 
Eksnentary Schods are just sone of the areas that faU 
under the care of Parks and Maintenance. When the 
sport season dianges so do the fidds. The fences come 
down from use in baseball and softball and goal posu 
go up for football and soccer. A oootinnous cyde is 
maintaJnad to make sure everything stays m good con- 
dition for the Virginia Beach Athletia.

It is going to be a good season for recreatianal 
fishennen in \%ginia Beach according to operatcn at 
local piers. Hie predictian comes despite vrtuU aB 
parties term a "slow spring." 

"It was a pretty slow beginning this year because of 
the cod water temperatures," said Julian Absalom, 
coKJwner of the Lyimhaven Inlet Fishing Pier. "But it 
has really picked up lately. The people are hauling in a 
lot (tf spot, croaker, rouncUiead and crabs. Ihe crabbing 
has been excellent." 

As far as profits are concerned, Absolom predicted a 
good season as well. "With gas prices so high, people 
are going to be staying home or right around in the area 
for fishing instead of going out-of- state." 

Richmond natives James and Mary Ann Best visited 
Virginia Beach last weekend for a little fishing and 
relaxation. "We didn't have the time or money to go 
real fisu- away, so we came her instead," said Best. The 
Bests did not meet with much success at the Lynnhaven 
Pier Saturday, but the lack of catches did not dampen 
their vacationing spirits. "We're having a good time 
anyway," she said. 

Absolom said a large run at Uoe fish in recent weeks 
may have scared off the smaller fish. He added 
bloodworms, squid, shrimp and cut-bait have been used 
by patrons in recent wedcs and all have been tuccenful 
in luring the smaller catches. "As long as the pe^>leare 
catching something, they're happy, " he said. 

Rain and stormy weather has been the cause for slow 
fishing according to Mildred lachman. Manager of the 
Vu-ginia Beach Fishing Pier. "We had a lot more fish 
here until we got a series of Northeastern storms 
Mowing through, driving moat of the smaller fish 
away," she said. "The rain has really hurt us, but it is 
going to get better when the rain stops." 

Lachman rq>orted spot and croaker were the most- 
often caught fish at her pier, and two king mackard 
were recently landed there as weU. 

Neither pier operator reported any decline in the 
amount d floiuider caught, despite a recently 
published report in Marine Resource BuUetin whi^ 
said a blood parasite is causing mortality of young 
summer flounder in Chesapeake Bay and several other 
east coast estuaries. 

Since 1978, a blood parasite called Trypanoplasm 
bullocki has been presrat in some summer flounder, the 
number one ranked Virgina finfish trawler catch. The 
fish is considered excellent for human consumption and 
is highly sought-after by charter and head bot parties in 
the lower Chesapeake Bay and the shallow oceanside 
waters of the Eastern Shore. 

Laboratory experiments to assess the lethal effects (rf 
the parasite on young flounder demonstrated that 
monthly trawl catdies in the York River and k>wa 
Chesapeake Bay produced 100 percent mortality of the 
fish in the Bay between November, 1980 and February, 
1981 . All (tf the fish contained the parasite and all were 
dead when brought up in the trawl. 

"I feel that TYypanoplasma buUocki was directly 
responsible for the mortality oi the young summer 
flouader (faring that period," said Dr. Eugene M. 
Burrescn, a senior marine scientist in the Department 
of Microbiology-Ptthology at the Virginia Institute oi 
Marine Sciences. Burreson added extremely cold 
temperatures during the ejqperiment period may have 
contributed to the deaths of the fish. - 

Burreson emphasized that tfa^ parasite is not 
rtann^gim to hununs. "Evctt if a person consumed a 
fiih carrying the flagellate, n^iich would be highly 
unlikely, no hei^ hazard wodU occur." 

"We've had a kit of people eat flounders they caught 
here and none of them have complained abouT being 
sick." Abtoiom said. "They're catching the usual 
•mount of flOttiHter," added Lachman.

City To Purchase 2 Private Utilities 



Virginia Beach Gty Coundl agreed to purchase 
two private utilities companies for $4.3 millian, shortly 
after starting its fight against the creation of a new 
private sewage system in Sandbridge. 

By a vote of 7-4 Monday evening. Council decided to 
purchase Counties Utihties Corporation and Kempsvil- 
le Utilities Corporation in hne with the city's policy erf 
acquiring all private utilities companies within the city. 
By unanimous vote, it also went on record as 
opposing in a resolution to the State Water Control 
Board the application for a national poUution discharge 
elimination system by Ocean Island Associates in 
conjunction with a 200-unit hotel at the southern end of 
Sandbridge. 

A special meeting was scheduled for Tuesday 
evening for a second reading of the resohition 
authorizing the sale <rf $4 millian in water and sewer 
revenue bonds to finance the purchase making it the 
last official act of the present Qty Council. It also 
skirted any possibility that the action would be voided 
on second reading by the new CouncO which takes 
office on Thursday. Four of the outgoing Council 
members~Dr. Clarence A. Holland, Reid Ervin and 
Patrick L Standing and Dr. E. T. Buchanan-voted for 
the purchase. Voting against the purchase were 
Councilwomen Meyera Obemdorf , Reba McOanan, 
Barbara Henley and Councilman W. H. Kitchin m. 
Also voting in favor of the takeover were Mayor Dr. J. 
%iry McCoy Jr., Vice Mayor Harold Hdschober and 
ijuncilman John A. Baum. 

Opposing Council members and private citizens feh 
that the price was too high. The city will purchase the 
stock of the companies owned by developer Stanley 
Waranch and members of his family with payments 
over a 25 year period. 

Standing said the principal and interest over the 
period will come to approximatdy $9.2 million. 

Bruce McCall of Thomberry Lane, said the $4.3 
million was more than the city could afford or that the 
system was worth. He said the city should empty a 
consulting firm to find out exaaly what it was 
purchasing. He said that the taxpayers were not fully 
informed and that some may not care now but wUl 
objea afterward. 

Buchanan said the city has been considering and 
negotiating for the sale for five years. 

McCall said that the high cost will be reflected in 
higher fees to the citizens. He said the purchase will 
impact everybody. "1 don't know what they're 
buying," he said. He said that he had tried three years 
ago to get a plan of the sewage system but nobody had 
one. "If a study has been made I know oothing about 
Apparently not much has been spent in maintenance 
and repairs. . .(The city) is adding another (hidden) tax 
to the utilities charge." 

Ervin said the city has had consultant studies and 
that Council is not acting without information. 

Some of the information sought by McCall has been 
labeled confidential, because of the sale negotiations. 
The city also has been sued for $1.2 million by the 
private companies charging that the city has taken 
customers away from the companies. 

Qty Attorney Dale Bimson said that some of the 
information not made pubUc previously will be 
available to the public following the second reading of 
the resolution Tuesday evening. 

Baum said that whether Council agrees or disagrees 
with the price, the price is determined by the estimated 
&ir market value. 

Ervin said tbat the city's problems stemmed fi-om the 
^ure of the State Water Control Board to enforce 
regulations requiring the inivate companies to clean up 
their plants. He said this has had a lot to do with the 
price. "We didn't get the help we needed from the 
state." Hi said that the SWCB has a history of 
"rappinf kmiddtt but doing nothing more." 

Holland said tliililmMgtiJtbe purchase tfte^Piy wiU, 
help alleviate tlie poOution of the city's waterways and 



will get rid d the suit. Once the sale has been 
oonsumated the suit will be dropped. 

Holland said that "no one person in the utilities 
areas" called him and said not to buy the system. He 
painted out that the city turned down an opportunity to 
purchase the systems four years ago. 

Obemdorf said that the two utilities companies came 
into existence during a period when government was 
not as open: She said she still found it difficult to 
accept the fiact that a decision was made back then 
which "mortgaged our future." 

She said the purchase was not in the interest of the 
peoi^, that the companies had numerous violations in 
different forms and the systems were not kept current, 
and that the private companies are not going to be 
permitted to raise rates to ei|}oypr(^ts any longer. She 
said that if the dty had hired a firm four years ago to 
inform Councfl of the vioiations as they occurred the 
dty would have been in a better position. "The threat 
of a suit is a large axe hanging over the heads oS the 
public officer," she said. 

Ervin said the dty hired the firm of Wiley and Wilson 
to do a study six years aga He said the builders had 
protested building a plant, but that at the time, the 
Sute had more control than the Princess Anne County 
Board of Supervisors and told the builders than they 
were to build a treatment plant or could not build 
houses. 

Buchaium said the dty probably has exhausted its 
legal remedies. 

"Government if the only body in creation that 
rewards people for doing a poor job," Obemdorf said. 
Heischober said that if left alone, the two utilities will 
be increasing rates to close the city rates. 

"I agree it's a lot of money," Heischober said, "but 
what alternatives are there?" He said service will be 
improved, the pollution problem will be mitigated. He 
said the dty should in the future not allow private 
utilities companies to exist. He said that the best legal 
advice informed Council that the dty would have to . 
spend $7 millian rather than $4.3 millian if it went the 
condemnation route. 

In its action opposing the Sandbridge plant Council 
hopes to forestall a similar predicament. 

Ocean bland, whose prindpals are J.H. KaUer and 
S.N. Riggs, has proposed building a plant which will 
discharge between 10,000 and 50,000 gallons of treated 
effluent per day year-round mto Bade Bay. 

The property on which the hotel is eiqiected to be 
built is already zoned B-4 which permits that so that 
Council control is limited to commenting on the permit 
proceedings before the SWCB. 

Reasons for the apposition are the impact on Bade 
Bay and the Sandbridge area and the permit could lead 
to a proliferation of milar i^ants at the north end of the 
Bay which at present has no discharges . Because ai the 
limited mixing and flushing characteristics of the Bay, 
the city maintains it is doubtful it can assimilate the 
discharges. Also, the proposal is inconsistent with the 
dty's comprehensive pian and with the Hampton Roads 
Water Quality Management Plan of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act of 1972. 

Further, fhe dty suted in its resolution that the plan 
could conflict with the possibility that Back Bay may 
represent a substantial potable water source for the 
dty. 

The Back Bay area has over 264 acres of undeveloped 
land, the resolution paints out, which is zoned for li^h 
intensity uses and sudi development represents 
potential implications for the foture of the area in 
regard to potential effluent discharge taito Back Bay. 

Dan Hopkins, president of the Sandbridge Civic 
League, said the residents are opposed to the ptant 
because of the ecological impact on Back Bay. wppttrm 
win present a dangerous precedent, and the iriant 
would be inconsistent with ooundl'i position on waste 
• water-tieatoiantM^ ' ■•^- .(..>■....<.•■.<<"•.■ .-j<> 
Heischober asked whether HopUns thought that if 



treated the SWCB would property monitor the plant. 

Hopkins rei^d. "No." 

Heisdiober also asked that if Hopkms lived m' 
another area (rf the dty would he be against a similar 
project. 

Hopkin said he would. 

Buchanan referred to a statement that anc^r 
private utility company was lessening poUution in the 
Lyimhave. 

Baum remarked, "If you have water that's 30 percent 
pcOuted and you put in it water that is IS percent 
poUuted. it's not better." He said that private utilities 
companies are a thing of the past and would be a 
"tremendous step bade." 

Who win be tba City of ^rginia Beadi's next naayor 
and vice mayor hat been the name of the guea^ng 
game for months. But the guessing game win be ewer 
fallowing Cbuncfl's reorganiational meeting Unirsday 
at2p.m. 

If the process fallows the form set two years ago, 
there should be several baUots and matdting executive 
sessions. Incoming Coundlwoman Reba McClanan 
even chose to remain outside the executive sessions 
then. 

Meyera Obemdorf who led the baUot in the 1980 
election lost to compromise candidate Dr. J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. as mayor. She also was edged out of the vice 
mayor's position by newcomer Harold Heischober who 
this year has been mentioned strongly as the mayoral 
winner. 

There are others who would like the job, probably 
half (rf the Council. AU of the Council members are 
eiigiMe including new members Mrs. Nancy A. Creedi, ? 
at large; Jack Jeimmgs, Lyimhaven Borough; Louis R. 
Jones, Bayside Borough, and Robert O. Jones, at large.

Solar Energy's Horizon

Laszlo Aranyi is considered to be Virginia Beach's 
leading e^qwrt in passive and active solar design. 

The Hungarian bom and educated architect moved to 
The lAiited States in 19S6, at which time he had studied 
more about solar energy, design and theory than most 
Americans know today. An now, as president of the 
award winning >^rginia Beach architectural firm, The 
Design Collaborative , and chairman of the Tidewater 
Solar Energy Association, he openly admits he had no 
interest in solar energy until five years ago. 

According to Aranyi, who has been a Beach architect 
since 1965, there was very little puUic or professional 
interest locally in solar energy until 1973, when the 
Arab oU embargo erupted and the price oi crude 
skyrocketed. 

"in 196S there was no interest at all in sdar energy," 
Aranyi said. "Iben, oil and electricity were cheap, 
sinTple to use, and plenty of it. Only a few isolated 
p^c^le cared aboot nminfining the national environ- 
ment or conserving energy." 

Even 10 years ago when Aranyi, a 22 year 
Virginia Beach resident now living in Thalia, designed 
his home, be did not incorporate solar design. 

"1 never thought about it." he said. "I designed my 
house 10 years ago and do not have any openable 
windows, nor cross ventilation." 

But Aranyi. who finished his final year of 
architectural school in 19S6 at- North Carolina State, 
was convinced of the practicalities of solar design in 
1977, when, Richard Fltts, an architect stOl in his 
employment, enlightened Um. 

"Richard started talking to me about it, and taking 
me to scmiaars," Aranyi said. "The idea at solar 
energy and design began to imerest me, espect^ in 
relation tousing it m designing buildings. I had always 
enjoyed designing using natural lighting, and the solar 



energy design was an outgrowth of that. I liked to bring 
the outdoors into a building." 

Ifowever, Aranyi was more receptive to solar design 
ideas than are most of his clients today. 

"Over in Europe there was much more awareness of 
the sdar energy," he said. "Over here the awareness 
has come very slowly. Even when meeting my dients 
for the upccxning Green Run Condominiums, I had a 
hard time keeping solar design in the scheme of things. 
Solar energy is not a prime prerequsite to many people 
as they begin discussing plans for designing their 
building or home. They'd rather use conventional 
heating." 

Aranyi says he has to try to persuade most of his 
dients to incorporate solar energy, passive or active, m 
their design jAam, realizing that although not all 
peofde do, he does "have an interest in new and 
I»ogressive things." 

The key to an increased public awareness ci solar 
energy is education. According to statistics from the 
American Institute of Architects, only about 2,000 oi 
the 30,000 to 40,000 ardiitects across the country 
Iffxxnote solar energy design. One reason for solar 
energy's low profile is that not all areas of the country 
are conducive to effective solar design, but the overall 
public perception of its advantages is likely to change 
since President Reagan recently e;q>ressed his interest 
in alternative energy. 

Currently, there are only about 1,000 Wginia Beach 
homes using any fbrm of solar energy, despite reports 
that homeowners can save between 30 and SO percent 
on their home heating bills. Solar energy can even be 
used to reduce cooling bills in the summer with 
properly designed outer-home shading and natural 
ventilation. 

A T»ffti<««i solar energy association was formed 25 
years ago, with Frank Lloyd Wright as one (rf its 
prindple proponents The recent SUNTREK '82. a 
Design Collaborative tour of solar homes and business- 



es in Virginia Beach and Norfolk, swelled the TSEA 
membership by abnost 100 pel-cent. But Aranyi 
predicts it will be another five to 10 years before sdar 
energy in homes and business is accepted as 
dishwashers and microwave ovens are now. 

"For some reason people think that sdar energy is 
only for the rich," he said. "That's not true. It costs no 
more to incorporate sdar energy when designing a 
home as it does conventional heating." 

Aranyi has also approached Virginia Beach public 
schod officials about designing new. or modifying 
existing schods with solar heating, noting that if the 
schools can reduce their heating bills it would 
ultimately benefit Virginia Beach taxpayers. His 
suggestion plans, however, have fidlen on unreceptive 
ears. 

"The schools consdousness is nd up to that level 
yet," he said. 

Instead, Aranyi notes, "they, build the schools with 
little slits for windows." 

Business is good for Aranyi and The Design 
Collaborative. Consequently, he is relocating from his 
offices on Rosemont Road, and building a new sdar 
energy building on N. Lynnhaven Road, behind 
Tandom's restaurant. The new building will allow- 
Aranyi nd only to describe the functions of sdar 
energy, but demonstrate them when clients come to 
call. Ffis new building will be contain about 10,000 
square foot, be roughly about the size of Th^ Vu^ginia 
Beach Sun building, where he has 10 months left on his 
lease, and will be two stones tall. He expects to break 
ground in three to four months. 

"I think the fiiture for solar energy in Virginia Beach 
is good," Aranyi said. "We've had some good projects 
{banned, but because cfihe economy and high interest 
rates, they fell through. I expect that to t\im around."

It is customary for an onployer to ask a job ai^Ucant 
to submit a resume. The resume, or data sheet, is an 
organized summary of the vpfHacuA't background 
whidi ordinarily includes his age, marital status, 
business experience, education, and references. It dif- 
toi from the ^q^cation letter in that it is generally in 
outline form and does not carry an inside address, 
salutation, complimoitary doae, or signature. The 
resume is not a substitute iot an apjriication letter, but a 
supplement to it. 

Employers like the resume because it provides in con- 
venient form a comiribte documentation of the ap- 
plicant's qualifications. It is hdpfol to hte applicant, 
too, because it can be Xeroxed or otherwise dupUcated 
for enclosure with any job letters the applicant writes. 
Resumes also make it possible to shorten one's letters, 
for many of the details in the resume do not have to be 
repeated. The letter accompanying a resume serves the 
function of making a direct ai^eal for the job by 
hi g tiK ghting the main qualifiqitions and referring the 
reader to the resume for the full record. 

PHYSICAL APPEARANCE. The resume is 
typewritten on 81/2-by 11-inch white bond paper. With 
good planning and arrangement, only a single sheet 
shouldlje necessary, but that sheet should be reasonably 
weO filled. The use of headings, indentions, and other 
typographic devices add to the attractiveness of the 
page. A title like "Resume," "Data Sheet," or 
something more personal-for instance, "Personal 
Record of James Smith"-is (^onal. 

CONTENT. The topics treated in the resume mdude 
the following. th(nigh the order may be varied to suit the 
pftrrieiiiar tastes and qualifications of the ai^cant. 

1. Name, mailing address, and telephone number. 

2. Positiradeured or job objective. 

3. Education, including major courses, honors, and 
extracurricular activities. 

4. Positions held, with inclusive dates, title of 
positionroame of employer, and duties. 

5. Military experience, if any. 

6. Hobbies, interests, special skills and achievements. 

7. Personal data, which may include age, height and 
wei^, draft status, marital status. 

-8. References (optional). 

COMPOSITION. Many of the same suggestions 
already given for emphasis and prop<wtion in the letter 
apply as well to the writing of the resume. The idea is to 
jriay up one's strong points, such as education or job 
experience, by giving them the most space. It is not 
necessary under any circumstances, however, to Ust all 
sdiools attended. The last may be sufficient if it 
provides the only record the i^plicant wishes to present 
as an asset for the job. However, there is often some 
advantage in listing all jobs held, so that a complete or 
continuous record will be provided. In the absence of 
job eaqxrienoe, emphasis should be put on educational 
achievements and spedal skffls and interests. Schook 
and jobs dioukl be listed in inverse dironological order, 
that is, the last first. AH the data in the resume should 
be hi^ qwdfic and stated very tersdy in iriurases 
rather Aan comfriete sentences.

Average Annual Wage 
$162,000 A Year??

Americans are more concerned then ever befwe 
about their economic security as they watch the pur- 
diasing power of their paychecks being sapped daily by 
inflation. Moreover, while the nominal amounts listed 
as gross earnings on these paychecks keep rising im- 
pressively for most people, actiuJ take-home pay inches 
up far more slowly. Thanks to the structure of 
l^ogressive income tax brackets legislated in less in- 
flationary times, the wdl-off are taxed as if they were 
extraordinarily rich, the middle class as if they were 
wdl-off and blue-otdlar workers as if they were middle 
dass. 

Nevertheless, all around are the signs of unprecenden- 
ted abundance and prosperity. Shop windows overflow 
with luxurious merchandise, and the commercial din is 
'exuberant and incessant. Advertisements extoll 20 dif- 
ferent styles of designer "jeans," formerly the farmo-'s 
dugarees. and each pair costs as mush as a good suit did, 
not many years ago. A perplexed citizen may wonder 
how people can afford the dime-thin watches, the suede 
suitcases, the ubiquitous fur coats and the high-priced 
restaurant dinners when the weekly food bill alone 
brings tears to the eyes. 

He looks at his paycheck and wonders whether he is 
missing something. Is he in the wrong career? Are 
others in his line of work making much more than he is? 
How can other people buy these things that are so ob- 
viously out of his financial reach given today's prices? 
Who is making "real" money anymore? Americans are 
considered an uncommonly materialistic people. One 
consequence of this weakness has been to equate a per- 
son's intelligoice and agnificance with how much he 
makes. Because of this ingrained attitude, numy 
Americans are driven to try to learn or guess how much 
someone else earns, to see. in effect, how they measure 
up. The same people are usually just as anxious to 
prevent other peofde from discovering how much they 
themselves make. Almost everyone denies playing this 
game at the very moment they are playing it most. 
High-minded denials aside, the game is played at every 
level of society and affords no end of recreation, 
amusement, chagrin, malice and food for thought. 

The game of discovering incomes has; numerous 
variations and unstated rules, some long established, 
others of recent and practical origin. The rich pretend 
to be less rich so that they will be less resented; the 
almost rich act rich; the middle class, the artists and the 
intellectuals pretend to be indifferent, although it hurts; 
and the poor, or those unaware of their limitations, 
simply lust to be rich. 

To ask a friend how much he makes is to court 
suspicion and rejection; to ask a stranger is considered 
extremely rude and invites hostility, even a punch in the 
nose. These reponscs are understandable when the size 
of one's income is considered to reveal so much al>out a ^ 
person's place on the social, economic and even inteUec- 
tual ladder. The person's place on the social, economic 
and even intellectual ladder. The best course is to say 
nothing specific, but to imply with a shnig or a smile 
that you are making more than you do if you think you 
are overpaid. And how many people think they are 
making neigher more nor less than they deserve? 

TTie most recent addition to the rules of this ancient 
game, an American variation, is that the rich, the 
atattoet ridi. the middle dass. and the artists and in- 
tHl fTt^ "^'* do not want the government fm obvious tax 
reasons to know any more aobut how much they make 
than is absohitdy necessary. Therefore, only puUic 
servants, pcriitidans iMiding office under the scrutiny of 
the puWc eye aiKi the media and top executives who 
must anwcr for their usuaUy generous salaries to 
stockhoklers are legally bound to openly declare thdr. 
incomes. 

One is astounded and possibly enraged by some of the 
incomes for "top earners" in various fields. Lest they 
become too despondent, it is worth considering how 
relative these numbers are as demonstrated by a rather 
awesome projection made by the Social Security Ad- 
ministration. If inflatiop continues but gradually drops 
off to about one-half the present rate, the average an- 
nual wage in the year 2025 will be $162,000. Of course, 
what such a salary will buy is another question.

Yellowjackets, wasps and bomets can be serious 
pests around the home this sununer. It is not 
uncommcn for these insects to build nests near the 
house and forage for food around your's and your 
neighbors' yards. Most people don't know that ninety- 
five percent of all stinging wasps species are seldom 
seen and present no beahh hazard. Tbe remaining 
speaes include the social wasps-yeUowjackets, wasps, 
and hornets and are the ones responsible for giving 
bees, wasps and hornets their bad reputation. Tlie feet 
is that all of them are very useful because they prey on 
insect pesu, not to mention their poUenation qualities. 
Yellowjackeu as well as wasps and hornets use their 
sting primarily as a defensive weapon. Stings are 
almost always the result (rf disturbing the individual 
insea or the coiooy. In addition, because social wasps 
Uve in colonies of 30 to several thousand individuak; 
stings inflicted by disturbing the colony are usually 
multiple and therefore more serious. This fftuatian 
leads people to want to destroy and nest of stinging 
insects and this is not the reconunended practice. 

The first question that should be asked when deahns 
with stinging insects is. "what is it?" Most people 
cannot identify the different problem wasps and may 
even confuse them with bees. Bees are very beneficial 
and should be preserved if at all possible. To tell 
whether the insect in a wasp or bee, inspect the body 
for hair, h it is hairy, the insect is probably a bee 
because wasps, in general, have little hair. If someone 
has been stung and a stinger remains on the site of the 
sting, the insect was a bee. h no stinger, then it was' 
probably a wasp,. If honey bees are the problem, 
contact lu or a beekeeper far removal information. 

Once the stinging pest is identified as being other 
than a bee, try to locate the nest. The nest is a good 
means by which to identify stinging insects. Hie first 
step is to find out whether the nest is built in the open 
or in a proteaed location such as in a hoUow tree or in 
the ground. 

If the nest is visible (even though it may be built in a 
dense shrub or on the branch of a tree) and covered 
with gray paper material, then it is a wasp nest. 
Yellowjackets and bald-faced hornets will build nests 
such as these. If the nest consists of single open comb 
and construaed under the eaves of a house or a similar

Tbete 
wasps are by fiv tlK most oonmian pests aroond tlie 
home. Tbe third type ofcxterior nest is ooe constructed 
of mud "papes." These are mnd daubers and are the 
only mud nest builders around the home. 

Tbe location of interior nests can not give positive 
indentification of a stinging insect. Tbe nest plus visual 
observation of tbe mhabitants, however, can give one 
birly accurate identification. If the nest is in the 
groiuod, it is usually yeUowjackets. but can be bumble 
bees. To distinguish between tbe two is easy.

YeBowjackets are relatively smaO and yeVcm and Mack 
i^dle bumMe bees are mudi larger. If the nest is in a 
hoUow tree or inside the wall of a buflding, then dose 
observation of the insect is required. If the insect is 
small (Less than 1/2 indi) it is a honey bee or a 
yeDowjacket. Remember, honey bees are very hairy. If 
it is larger (about one inch), then it is a giant Eoropean 
hornet i^iidi. by the way, are not prone to a tt a cting 
and stinging peofde. 

Now that the sting insect is identified, oontrd 
measures can be decided upon. As we mentioned 
before, honey bees should be removed not destroy- 
ed. Wasps and hornets should be left alone unless tiieir 
nests are located in areas frequented by people. An 
examfde would be a ground nest near a lawn area that 
is mowed. Lawn mowers will easily aggitate a ground 
nest. Ground nests can be destroyed by pouring a cup 
a[ household bkadi into the entranGe(s) and covering 
the cntrance(s) with soil. Tbis as well as other controb 
are best done at night without lights. Nests in walls can 
be controlled by dustmg the entrance(s) with carbar]d 
(Sevin). Exterior nests can be sprayed with carbaryl 
(Sevin) or any household wasp spray. Be sure to do tUs 
at night and without ligbts. If l^ht is required, have a 
companion hold a flasbUgtat. Wasps and homett need 
light to fly and, therefore, darkness is your best 
protection.

Old Swimming Hole 
May Contain Ameba 



The Virginia Beach 
Health Department warns 
qtizens that the good ale 
swimming hole may not 
be safe. A free-living 
microscopic animal called 
an ameba fooKd in some 
fresh water ponds and 
hdoes has caused the 
death of sevend children 
in Virginia since 1970. 
The ameba lives in the sUt 
of warm ponds and hdoes 
and is especially active 
^^len the water tempera- 
ture is 70 degrees to 90 
degrees F. and «dien the 
water is stUI or stagnant. 
^ The ameba causes a cond- 
itoi (meningoencei^iali- 
tis) which is usually &tal 
within eight days - after 
ei^oaure to warm fresh or 
■>^ bnddsh contaminated wa- 
ter. 



Ihe infection occurs 
when a swimmer dives or 
swims underwater stirring 
up mud and silt. Muddy 
water is forced into the 
nose and any ameba pre- 
sent can emer the sinuses 
and invade the brain and 
meninges. Symptoms of 
severe heiidadws with 
nausea and vomiting oc- 
cur fafridly. If these 
symptonn occur a physi- 
cian should be called and 
should be alerted to the 
swimming episode. 

Ihe Wginia Beadi 
Heatth IXrector of Public 
Health notes that "l^ow 
pits" in the Qty are not a 
major concern since they 
are generally deep and 
have low bacteria couitts. 
However, shallow Udces 
could cause a problem. ,

Museum Gets Boiler 

The boikr from of the S. S. C3eorge FareweU cwne to 
rest for the second dme last week. TTk first stop came 
October 20. 1906. when the ship was driven aground 
during high winds , heavy seas and a dense fog off C2^)e 
Henry. The secoad and final stop of the one and 
one-half ton of iron came last Tliursday when the U.S. 
Army delivered the relic to the Virginia Beach NWritime 
Ffistorical Museum. 

The gift from the army is an early Withday present 
for the museum, which oekbrates its one year 
anniversary Julyl . Tlie Army post at Fort Story, under 
the command of C3ol. John T. Spragne. Jr. was in 
charge of the donation. 

Hie remains of the ship had been visible to tourists 
for more than 7S years, as surf and sand broke the ship 
apart and destroyed aU but the boiler. Only the 12-foot 
high generator turbine was left exposed, and became a 
Virginia Beach landmark at the north end of the 
oceanfront. ,^. 

The Farewell, a 977-ton steam transport bvuit, in 
1895, was driven aground during a northeaster at what 
is now 89th street, the boundary that separates the city 
and Fort Story. The ship, home-ported in New York, 
was on its way from Jacksonville, Florida to New 
Haven, Cbnneticut with a cargo of timber.

For example, a BBB executive noticed that a given 
dealer was offering a new model sedan at an implausibly 
knv price. He suspected that none of these automobile 
would be sohl at this price and that they were advertised 
merely as a come-on to trick prospective purchasers into 
buying a higher-priced car. He dispatched a Bureau 
shopper to try to buy this particular car. Within a mat- 
ter of days, five shoppers visited the merchant and 
found the auto would not be sold at the stated price. 
The forms were filed, and action was taken to apprise 
the public of the deception. 

Picparfaig you. Chie of the major functions of the 
Better Business Bureaus is to help you, the consumer, go 
out into the marketplace well prepared. But the area of 
buyer-seller relationship and of product quality is a ^ 
broad one. The BBBs restrict their activities to 
questirais of honesty and ethical practices in business. 

I may be helpful to list some of the things Bureaus do 
nor do for the general public: 

• They do not handle complaints about the pricing of 
goods and services. This is a matter betweed mer- 
chant and customer. Only if there is misrepresen- 
tation will the Better Business Bureau act. 

• They do not appraise products. For instance, 
whether one appliance is better than another is not 
within a BBB's province. 

• They do not give legal advice or recommendation. 
They give you facts. While they advise you of the 
complaints they have received about a firm you have 
inquired about, they do not go beycmd these facts. 

They expect you to form your own conclu- 
sions and to act accordingly.

THE DANGERS 
OF "THE POOL*' 

These questions and answers are provided by 
Polynesian Pools as a public service to develop public 
understanding regarding the use and/cr tSnue of 
swimming pods. Most (rf the answers are based on 
recently released scientific research coodiicted over a 
period of eight years. The Natianal Swimming Pool 
Foundatian spouored this vital research and Poly- 
nesian Pools passes it on to you. 

Q. Are swtawiriag pods the sovcc of many 
accidents? 

A. Nk>. In relation to other recreational activities, 
the pool is very tderant of vigorous physical activity. 
For example: 

•The U.S. Consumer Product Safety Commission 
estimates there are over 434,0(X) accidents associated 
with playing basketball each year, while 126.(XX) 
accidents of all kinds occur in and around swimming 
poofs - most of which are cuts, scrapes and bruises. 

•And. over 60 million people participate in swinnming 
each year, as opposed to 29 million particq>ants in 
basketball. 

Q. b diving tl^ primary cause of spinal coni 
Ivjnrles? 

A. ^to. Approximately SO percent of the reported 
spinal cord injuries were caused by automobile 
accidents. 20 percent by fialls. and 12 percent from 
diving. 

Of the estimated SOO serious sfMnal cord injuries each 
year that occur from diving, three out of four occur in 
lakes, rivers, and the natural aquatic envircmnent 
rather than in man-made swinuning pods. 

-Whie it is true that more sports-related spinal cord 
injuries are associated with diving, industry studies 
indicate that proper diver training in a swinuning pod 
(which is the safest environment for training) will 
reduce spinal cord injuries in all aqiutic environments. 

Q. Do divfaig boards caascBMStserfcMs spinal cotd 
i^laiics sack as qnadrlpicria? **■ 

A. No. hfine out often cKving acddents that occur in 
swimming pools happen in the shallow water. 



Q. Is divlBg into abovcgrooMl 

A. Yes . The industry recognizes that even though a 
shallow dive may be done property, there may npt be 
enough glide out room in an aboveground pod lor a 
bead first entry. 

Q. How Buuqr drownings oeear In pods each year? 

A. Of the 7,000 total drownings that occur each 
year. 450 are related to residential and public 
swinuning pods, according to Natianal Safety Council 
statistics. The number of pools has increased 400-fdd 
from 1948 to 1980. while the number of drownings has 
INCREASED by 33 percent. 

Q. Should head first entries In tlie shallow end of 
residential poob bt banned? >' 

A. Head first entries can be dangerous, if you dive 
too deep or don't have enough glide out room. But 
prohibition would be difficult - proper diving tech- 
niques must be taught.

CANINE HEARTWORM

Canine heartworm disease is a growing problem in 
Virginia Beadi. Because heartworms are transmitted by 
mosquitoes, die danger of infection is greatest during the 
summermonths. Consetpieatly. ctmtrpHiag the spread of 
heartworms has become a high priority, among 
veterinarians and dog ownersalike. 

The problem starts whoi a mosquito draws blood and 
obtains microfilarial. immature hsartworms, from an 
infected dog. These microfyarial devdop imo infective 
larvae into another dog while taking a blood meal. These 
larvae develops into adult heartworms in about 200 days 
and the females begin producing thousands of 
microfilarial which will then circulate freely through the 
arteries and veins. The adult worms collect and live in the 
right side of the heart and naajor pulmonary, vessels. 
These parasites can increase the heart's workload and 
restrict blood' flow to the lump, kidneys, and liver. 
Continued, untreated infection produces an increased 
strain on these vital organs which may eventually result in 
death of the dog. 

Visible signs of heartworm disease may not appear 
until a full year after infection. The disease ma^r be well 
advanced before the dog shows evidence of heartworms 
which includes coughing, tiring upon exercise, labored 
breathing, and weight loss. An accurate diagnosis of 
canine heartworm disease can be made by your 
veterinarian by examining a blood samjrie for the 
presence of miaofHaiial. All dogs over 6 months of age 
should be tested for heartworms on an annual basis. 
Those dogs not started on heartworm prevention should 
be tested every 6 months . 

Canine heartworm disease can be treated successfully 
in a very high percentage of the cases . But, all dogs, due to 
age or abnormal liver or ludney functions, would not be 
apivopriate candidates for treatment. Your veterinarian 
will be able to determine this prior to treatment . 

After adult heartworms and microfilarial are 
eliminated, an infected dog may be started on a program 
to prevent reinfection. 

Mos Virginia Beach veterinarians recommend, starting 
a preventative program in Afnil of every year and 
continuing on a daily basis through December. A 
negative blood test should be obstained each each before 
starting preventative medication. 

The heartworm prevention is available in pill form, 
liquid, and chewable tablets. The cost over a 9 month 
period, depending upon the form of medication and size 
of the animal, will range from SI .00 to $4.00 per m(mth.

ArthroMOpy it the visoaUzatkm iaride a jdnt using 
an arthTOMope. An arthroMope i» a nuiical imtmiDeot 
^Aaxh acts as a telesc o pe. It has a lens at one eml and a 
fiberoptic hfht cable going through the scope which is 
used to illuminate the inside of the j<^nt. 

The arthroscope has a sheath sunounding h which 
allows either the flow of fhiid into or out of the joint, 
which hdps in the visualization of the interior of the 
ioij^. An arthroscope is used by a trained physician for 
diagnostic and for surgical procedures. 

Originally, the arthroscope was just used for 
diagnostic evaluation of the inside of the jofait; most 
commcmly used for the knee joint, but more recently 
being used for other joints, including the shoulder, 
dhow and ankle. With the revotutioiuury advance of 
specialized surgical equqment, surgery utilizing very 
small instruments is now ponible using the arthroscope 
to visualize what is wrong inside the joint. SmaU 
instruments are used to try to remove abnormal tissue 
sudi as: a torn portion of meniscus, wUdi is the 
cartilage within the joint, honey tu cartilagenous loose 
bodies within die joint, or actual foreign bodies, sudi as 
a broken off needle or a bullet. 

Diagnostic or surgical arthroscopy is a surgical 
procedure that may be offered to you by yout 
orthopedic surgeon once he has evaluated the proUem 
that you are having with your joint. The procedure is 
usually done in the operating room under some form of 
anesthesia, most often general anesthesia. Diagnostic 
arthroscopy can often be done as an out-patient, with 
the patient being able to go home the same day that he 
has the procedure done. Surgical arthroscopy can 
sometimes be done as an out-patient, depending on 
what type of surgery is needed. The following tedmique 
is used for arthroscopy in the opcntting ro(»n. 

A tourniquet is used to stop the flow of blood to the 
operative site during the surgical procedure. Often a 
thigh inunobilizer is used which hdps the surgeon to 
manipulate the knee or joint involved so that good 
visualization of the inside of the joint can be obtained. 
This is accomplished under aiu»thesia so it is not 
painful to the patient. 

The joint is infused with sterile saline, thereby 
expanding the joint capsule and allowing more space for 
the arthroscope in order to visiudize the interior of the 
joint. 

The arthroscope is an instrument about the size of a 
ballpoint pen, that is Smms or less. It is inserted into the 
joint involved through a small skin incision 
approximately VS" or less in length. With the light 
running throu^ the arthroscope, the inside of the joint 
can be wdl visiudized. Often several puncture incisions 
will be used in order to allow use of a probe or surgical 
instrument for further diagnosing and surgically 
treating problems within the joint. 

Saline is inserted into the joint involved with a special 
needle that is placed inside the joint. Also saline can be 
removed from the joint by vacuum through the 
^uthroscope or other surgical instrument. Oftentimes, 
for surgical imKedures, an dectronic shaver is used to 
remove abnormal tissue found within the joint. Other 
surgical instruments indude special scissors and biting 
instruments for removal of abnormal tissue. 

At the end of the procedure, all of the fluid within the 
joint is removed. Oftentimes, a local anesthetic can be 
used at tiie end of the procedure to hdp decrease the 
immediate post-surgical pain. 
The advantages of these tedmiques are: 
More accurate diagnoses of the problem and less 
painAil surgical means of taking care of the problem. 

Not all probknu withm the knee can be soWed by 
arthro80(^>y or arthroscopic surgery. Your Orthopedic 
Surgecm should be able to evaluate this and advise you 
whetiier this type os surgery would be useful for you. 
The Wggest advantage of this type of surgery for the 
patient is that it is less painful, the rdiabilitation 
following surgoy is often faster than previous types of 
surgoy for similar problems of the j^nt, the hoqntal 
stay is usuafly much less and tiiereby. hospital bills are 
often kn than tiiey would be for odier types of knee 

surgery. 
The disadvantages of this type of surgery are: 
! The equipment is expensive, the surgCTy is tedndcaUy 
very tiemtiiding, and not all surgery is possible by tiiese 

te(^nkiues. However, it is good to have these advanced 
fff|«i»fqii*« available to aid the surgeon in choosing 
pnqxr treatment for his patients.
